accident 


3 after an accident 
things which happen unintentionally > 
INTEND/ PLAN 


1 accidents in general 


— an unpleasant event that happens unexpectedly 
and causes damage, injury or death: accident o / 
saw a really bad accident (= traffic accident) on 
my way home from work today. ° to have a nasty/ 
serious accident o She was involved in a serious 
accident at work. 

— avery bad accident: disaster o a nuclear disaster 
o the Clapham rail disaster (= a train accident at 
a place called Clapham) 


— if you frequently have accidents, you are acci- 
dent-prone o I've never known anybody so acci- 
dent-prone — yesterday she fell down the stairs 
and today she trod on some broken glass. 


— to stop an accident happening: prevent sth; 
noun (U): prevention © People need to be taught 
how to prevent accidents. 

- akind of contract (= written agreement) in 
which, in return for regular payment, a com- 
pany agrees to pay you a sum of money in case 
you lose sth, become ill, die, etc: insurance 
(against sth) (noun U) oe motor insurance  acci- 
dent insurance

2 crashes 

— to have an accident in a vehicle: crash (sth); 
noun: crash o All of a sudden, I realized we were 
going to crash. o Mum, Dad, I'm sorry - I've 
crashed the car. o We were held up by a crash on 
the motorway. a train/plane crash 


— totouch sb or sth with a lot of force: hit* sb/sth o 
He was hit bya lorry as he was crossing the road. 

— to hit sth by accident when you are moving: 
bump against/into sth ° / wasn't looking where I 
was going and bumped into the door. 

— to move with great force into/against/through 
sth: crash/smash into/against/through sth o 


The car skidded and smashed through the shop 
window. 

— an accident in which two people or things hit 
each other violently: collision; verb: collide 
(with sb/sth) cI collided with another pedestrian 
as Iran down the street. 

— with the front of one car, etc hitting the front of 
another: head-on (adjective, adverb) o She was 
involved in a head-on collision with another car. 
o We collided head-on. 


— acrash that involves several cars, etc: pile-up o 
There was a big pile-up involving two lorries and 
four cars on the M4 last week. 

— to turn over so that the top is at the bottom: 
overturn © The car hit the lorry and then over- 
turned. 

— to hit sb with a car: run* sb over, knock sb down 
oA car came speeding round the corner and 
knocked down an old lady who was crossing the 
road. 

— adriver who knocks sb down and does not stop 
to see if they are hurt: hit-and-run driver; an 
accident where this happens: hit-and-run acci- 
dent o The police are looking for a young man 
after a hit-and-run accident last night. 


— when a train comes off the railway track, it is 
derailed 

— atrain crash in which a train comes off the 
track: derailment 

— when an aircraft falls from the sky, it crashes, 
comes* down. The plane ran out of fuel and 
came down in the sea. 


3 after an accident 


damage 

— to make sth useless or not as good as before: 
damage sth; the effect of damaging sth: damage 
(noun U) 

a hollow plaeé in the surface of sth that is the 
result of sth hitting it hard: dent; verb: dent sth o 
I bumped into a lamp post in my car and dented 
the bonnet. 

pieces from sth that has crashed or been des- 
troyed: debris (noun U) o Debris was scattered 
right across the road. 


= injury 

— physical damage caused to a person or animal, 
especially in an accident: injury (noun C/U) © 
Ten people were taken to hospital with serious 
injuries. 

— acondition of extreme weakness caused by 
damage to the body or by seeing or being part of 
a bad accident: shock (noun U); suffering from 
shock: in shock » Nobody was hurt as a result of 
the accident but three people were being treated 
for shock. 

— aperson who is killed or seriously injured in an 
accident: casualty ¢ Jt was a serious accident, 
with numerous casualties. o the casualty list (= 
the list of people hurt in an accident)

help 

to save sb/sth from sth that is dangerous or un- 
pleasant: rescue sb/sth (from sb/sth); noun: 
rescue; a person who does this: rescuer o Five 
men have been rescued from a blazing oil plat- 
form. oI want to thank my rescuers. 

the official services (fire, police and ambulance) 
that give help after an accident: the rescue ser- 
vices 

a special motor vehicle for taking injured people 
to and from hospital: ambulance 

a piece of cloth supported by two poles that is 
used for carrying a person who has been injured 
in an accident: stretcher 

a person who has had special training in caring 
for people who are ill or hurt. They often travel 
in ambulances and go to people injured in an 
accident: paramedic 

a way of restoring sb’s breath to save their life 
after a bad accident: kiss of life o He was pulled 
out of the water and given the kiss of life.

acting 

to perform a part (= pretend to be a different 
person) in a play or film: act (in sth) o She just 
can’t act!o to act ina play/film 

the art or profession of performing in plays or 
films: acting (noun U) « It wasn’t a very good 
play, but his acting was superb. 


the things that an actor says and does as a par- 
ticular character: part, role o / played the part of 
the tramp. o Hamlet is a difficult part for a young 
actor. 

the words that are written for a particular char- 
acter to say in a play or film: lines (noun plural) 
o to learn your lines 

the clothes that an actor wears to play a particu- 
lar character: costume 

to wear special make-up in order to look differ- 
ent: be made up (as sb) o/ didn't recognize him 
when he was made up as an old man. 


practising 

to practise for a play or film: rehearse (sth); the 
time when this happens: rehearsal; the last 
rehearsal, when all the actors wear their cos- 
tumes: dress rehearsal o Rehearsals have been 
going on for weeks.

to rehearse sth by practising it from the begin- 
ning to the end without stopping: go* through 
sth, run* through sth; noun: run-through o We'll 
just go through it once more to make sure every- 
thing’s all right. o another quick run-through 
before the performance 


on the stage 

to move onto the stage to join in a play that is 
being performed: go*/come”* on, (formal) enter; 
noun: entrance o The audience cheered when she 
came on. o to make an entrance 

to leave the stage: go* off, (formal) exit; noun: 
exit o He made a quick exit. 

a signal which tells an actor when to start doing 
or saying sth: cue o The words ‘Too late’ are your 
cue to go on. 


to remind an actor of the words that should 
come next: prompt (sb), give* sb a prompt; the 
person who helps actors remember the next 
words: prompter o / forgot my lines and had to be 
prompted. 


people who act 


a man or woman who acts in a play or film: 
actor; a female actor can also be called an ac- 
tress 

a very famous actor or actress: star oa film star 
a person who acts as a hobby, not as a job: ama- 
teur (noun, adjective ); opposite: professional 
(noun, adjective) o The play was very good, con- 
sidering they're all amateurs. o a professional 
actor/actress

being in a play or film 

to perform a particular part in a play: play sb/ 
sth c His ambition is to play King Lear. oI play 
the part of the doctor. 

to take an important part in a play or film: star 
(in sth) o She’s starring in a new play in London. 
all the actors in a film or play, etc: the cast (with 
singular or plural verb) o She’s the youngest 
member of the cast. 


a kind of test when a person can show how good 
they are at acting (often a particular part): audi- 
tion; to do this kind of test: audition (for sth); to 
give the test: audition (sb) (for sth) o He audi- 
tioned for the part of Romeo but didn't get it. o 
They're auditioning for ‘My Fair Lady’ - are you 
going to try and get a part? 


to be seen in a play or film: appear © to appear 
on television o She recently appeared in ‘The Im- 
portance of Being Earnest’. 

one occasion when a person appears: appear- 
ance o her first film appearance 

a first appearance in public of an actor: debut o 
She made her debut in that film. 

the way that sb acts in a play or film: perform- 
ance o a brilliant performance by an exciting 
new talent

vise; noun (C/U): improvisation o He was good 


at improvising if he forgot his words. 0a brilliant 
improvisation o a clever piece of improvisation 
to act without speaking, using only actions to 
communicate: mime (sth); noun (C/U): mime © 
to perform a mimeo The whole story was in 
mime.

doing sth 

to perform an action or actions: do* sth c ‘What 
are you doing tonight?’ ‘I’m going to the cinema.’ 
eI wish somebody would do something about 
that terrible noise. I've got nothing to do. 

to do things in a particular way: behave, act; 
noun (U): behaviour (AmE behavior) o He was 
behaving very strangely. o He is acting like a 
child. o bad behaviour 

to do sth (often sth secret and perhaps sth that 
you should not do): be up to sth o Where are my 
children? — I bet they're up to something. o What 
are you up to these days? 


doing a lot: active o an active trade union mem- 
ber» to be active in local politics 


to think that you would like to do sth: feel* like 
sth/doing sth o / don’t feel like studying this 
evening — let's go out. 

to feel able to do sth: feel*/be up to sth o/ didn't 
feel up to going to work this morning. 


to do a piece of work or sth that you have been 
told to do: carry sth out, (formal) perform sth o 
The policeman said he was only carrying out 
orders. © to carry out repairs on a car The doctor 
performed the operation under very difficult 
circumstances. 

to plan that an event will take place: hold* sth, 
put* sth ono We're holding a farewell party for 
the summer students. o We're planning to put on 
a special concert to mark James’s retirement. 


to do what is necessary in order to solve a prob- 
lem, complete a task, etc: do* sth about sth, see” 
to sth, deal* with sb/sth o You really must do 
something about your cough. o Don’t worry 
about the rest of the cleaning - I'll see to it. 

to do sth urgently (in order to solve a problem, 
complete a task, etc): act o There's no time to lose 
— we need to act now. 


to say or do sth because of sth that has hap- 
pened or sth that sb has said: respond (to sth), 
react (to sth); nouns (C/U): response, reaction o 
to respond to criticism o ‘How did she react to 
your suggestions?’ ‘She was very sympathetic.’ o 
What was his reaction to the news?

to start doing sth which you used to do before: 
return to sth/doing sth, go*/come* back to sth/ 
doing sth; noun: return o When do you have to 
return to work? oI don’t want to go back to being 
unemployed! o I'm looking forward to my return 
to work. 


not doing sth 

not to do sth that you were supposed to do: fail 
to do sth; noun: failure © He failed to turn up for 
his interview this morning. o your failure to com- 
plete the work on time 

doing nothing; not active: inactive; noun (U): 
inactivity © The machines lay inactive for weeks. © 
a period of inactivity 


to be present but do nothing in a situation: 
stand* by, stand* about/around o They just 
stood by and watched while we did all the work. 


different kinds of action 


a thing that you do: action (noun C/U), act o Of 
course everyone is responsible for their own ac- 
tions. o The noise finally became so bad that they 
decided to take action. o That was a very kind act. 
a situation in which there is a lot of action or 
movement: activity (noun U) © constant activity 
something that you do, usually regularly and for 
enjoyment: activity o The school organizes lots of 
activities for the students. 

the actual doing of sth rather than the ideas or 
theory: practice (noun U) o It may be all right in 
theory but it won't work in practice. 


Note: to describe an action you can use ‘of’ after 
act but not after action © an act (not action) of 
great kindness 


the things that you have done; the knowledge or 
skill that you get from seeing or doing sth: ex- 
perience (noun U); having a lot of experience of 
sth: experienced o fo have experience in the hotel 
trade o You need to get some experience. » Do you 
think she’s experienced enough for this job? 


doing sth with or for other people 


to do sth with other people: take” part (in sth), 
join in (sth), (formal) participate (in sth) o to 
take part in a game/play/competition o The older 
children were playing outside but they wouldn't 
let any of the younger ones join in. 

a person who takes part in sth: participant o 
Most of the participants in the course are experi- 
enced professionals. 


taking part in sth: involved (in sth) o We still 
don't know how many people were involved in 
the robbery. o I became involved in politics when 
I was at university. 

to try to take part in sb’s affairs when you and 
your help are not wanted: interfere (in sth); 
noun (U): interference o Don't interfere — it’s 
none of your business. 

to do sth for sb else: act on sb’s behalf o We're 
acting on behalf of the local council. 


the order in which things are done 


a number of things that are done in a certain 
order for a particular purpose: process © a pro- 


action contd. 


duction process o the process of applying for a 
new passport 

— the actions that you must take in order to do sth 
in the correct or usual way: procedure © / made a 
lot of mistakes because I don’t know the correct 
procedure. 

— one action in a sequence of actions: step ° The 
first step is to choose your topic. Next, discuss it 
with your tutor. 


— the time when you must or may do sth: turn o 
Whose turn is it? o Now it was my turn to show 
what I was capable of. 

— one after the other: in turn o We went up in turn 
to collect our prizes. 

— todo sth one after the other: take* turns (at 
doing sth) o The children took turns at riding on 
the horse. 

— to wait until it is your turn to do sth: wait your 
turn © There was a long queue, so we just had to 
wait our turn. 


— something that is most important, that you 
must do before anything else: priority © This is 
number one on my list of priorities. 


5 the time when sth is done 


~ while doing sth: in the middle of sth/doing sthe 
Don’t disturb me now - I'm in the middle of writ- 
ing some letters. 


— with very little time to prepare sth: at short no- 
tice o / can't do this at such short notice; you 
should have told me about it weeks ago. 

— if you decide to do sth at the moment of doing 
it, you do it on the spur of the moment» / 
decided to go to London on the spur of the 
moment; I hadn't planned to go at all. 

— not planned: spontaneous (adverb spon- 
taneously) © a spontaneous act of kindness 


— to decide not to do sth until a later time: delay 
sth/doing sth, put* sth off, put* off doing sth © 
She always puts things off until the last minute 
and then she has to hurry to get them finished. 

— to finally do sth after doing other things; to find 
the necessary time to do sth: get* around to 
doing sth o/ didn't get around to phoning him 
today; I'll try and do it tomorrow. 


> more on delaying sth > EARLY/LATE 


— going to do sth very soon: just about to do sth, 
on the point of doing sth o / was just about to 
leave when the phone rang.

— anaction that you take because you want to 
achieve a particular result: move o If you want to 
be friends again, you have to make the first 
move. 

— an action that is done for a special reason: 


measure o The government are taking emergency 


measures to deal with crime. 


~ to use a lot of care and effort in doing sth: take* 
the trouble to do sth o /t was very kind of you to 
take the trouble to come all that way just for the 
party. 


— to make a very special effort to do sth: go* out of 
your way (to do sth) o He went out of his way to 
be kind to us. 

— to recognize and use a suitable time to do sth: 
take* the opportunity to do sth/of doing stho/‘d 
like to take this opportunity to thank you all for 
coming here tonight.

1 different kinds of advertisement 


— apiece of information in a newspaper, on tele- 
vision, etc intended to persuade people to buy 
sth or do sth: advertisement, (BrE informal) 
advert, (informal) ad 


@ on television or radio 

— an advertisement on television or radio is also 
called a commercial 

— atime when advertisements are shown on TV: 
(commercial) break « /'ll make a cup of coffee 
during the break. 


= in newspapers 

— small advertisements in a newspaper where 
people offer to buy or sell things, to employ sb, 
etc: classified ads (noun plural), small ads 
(noun plural) o If you want to find a flat you 
should look in the small ads. 

— the place in newspapers where you can find 
personal messages: personal column 


m= other printed advertisements 

— alarge printed advertisement in a public place, 
for example on a wall: poster 

— alarge board in the street where advertisements 
are put: hoarding (AmE billboard) 


— a book with a list of things (usually with pic- 
tures) that you can buy from a company: cata- 
logue (AmE catalog) 

— asmall printed piece of paper that advertises or 
gives information about sth: leaflet o People in 
the street were handing out leaflets advertising 
the new shop. 

— asmiall book with pictures that gives you infor- 
mation about sth: brochure « a tourist brochure 
our firm's new brochure 


2 the work of advertising 


— to put an advertisement in a newspaper, on TV, 
etc: advertise (sth), place/put* an advertise- 
ment in/on sth; a person who does this: adver- 
tiser o I'm going to advertise in our local paper 
for a cleaner. 


— to use advertising and/or other means to attract 
people's attention to sth or to give information 
about sth: publicize sth o Friends of the Earth 
groups have been publicizing the threat to the 
rain forest. 

— if sb/sth is given a lot of attention by newspap- 
ers, television, etc, they get a lot of publicity 
(noun U) ° The council's plan to ban cars from 
the town centre has received a lot of publicity in 
the media. 

— aplan to do a number of things to advertise sth: 
(advertising) campaign, publicity campaign © 
Our local school has launched (= started) a cam- 
paign to make children ‘think green’. 


— acompany that specializes in advertising: ad- 
vertising agency 

— the job of making a company, organization, etc 
popular with people: public relations (abbrevi- 
ation PR) (noun U, with singular or plural verb) 
0 When I'm in Singapore, I'll be doing some PR 
for my company. 


m MORE... 

— ashort phrase that is easy to remember and that 
is used to advertise sth: slogan 

— asymbol or design that is used as an advertise- 
ment by a company: logo e We need a new logo 
to put on our publicity material. 


— to help to pay for a sports event, concert, etc in 
order to advertise sth: sponsor sth; noun (U): 
sponsorship © The football league used to be 
sponsored by Barclays Bank. e We're looking for 
sponsorship for the concert we're planning. 

— aperson or organization that does this: sponsor 
o The Edinburgh Festival is supported by several 
big sponsors.

1 suggesting 

— to tell sb a plan or idea to find out if they agree 
with it: suggest sth, (formal) propose sth ° 
Krishna suggested a Chinese take-away. ° I sug- 
gest we go out for a meal. o Steve suggested cook- 
ing a meal at home. « It was later proposed that 
the scheme should be dropped. 

- something that is suggested: suggestion, idea, 
(formal) proposal o Does anyone have any 
suggestions? » Do you mind if I make a sugges- 
tion? oI bought this one at Alice's suggestion 
(= because Alice suggested it). ° J've got an 
idea — why don’t we all go? ° A number of differ- 
ent proposals have been put forward. 


— to have an idea or make a suggestion: think* of 
sth, come* up with sth o Can anyone think of a 
better idea? > They came up with some really 
good suggestions. 


— to suggest that sb would be a suitable person for 
a job, award, etc: suggest sb (for/as sth), pro- 


pose sb (for/as sth), put* sb forward (for sth) « 
Can you suggest anyone for the job? 0 Who do you 
propose as the new leader? o Several names have 
already been put forward. 


if you think a suggestion is a good idea, you can 
call it helpful, constructive, positive © a helpful 
suggestion o a number of positive/constructive 
proposals 


ways of making suggestions 

to make a suggestion, you can say How about 
..-?; or What about ...?; or Shalll/we...? 0 How 
about going to the theatre? o What about a quiet 
evening at home for a change? Shall we have a 
drink before our meal? 

a stronger suggestion can be made with Why 
don’t !/we/you ...? or Why not...?° Why don't 
we go and see the new film at the Odeon? o Why 
not get a second-hand one and save money? 

an even stronger suggestion can be made with 
Let’s ... or | know what: let’s ... 0 Let's ask Kevin 
if he'd like to come too. o I know what: let’s have a 
democratic vote on this! 


recommending 


to strongly suggest sth; to say that sth would be 
good idea: recommend sth, recommend sb to 
da sth; noun (C/U): recommendation « | 
wouldn't recommend that restaurant. o The 
architect recommended demolishing the entire 
building. ¢ 

to strongly suggest that sb would be a suitable 
person for a job, award, etc: recommend sb 
(for/as sth) > Who would you recommend? 


advising sb to do sth 


to tell sb what you think they should do: advise 
sb (to do sth); noun (U): advice e ] would ; 
strongly advise you to take the job. o She gave us a 
lot of useful advice. o If you want my advice, I'd 
stay at home. o Let me give you a piece of advice. 
to strongly advise sb to do sth by talking and 
reasoning with them: try to persuade sb (to do 
sth); noun (U): persuasion « / tried to persuade 
her to go, but she wouldn't listen. o It took a lot of 
persuasion, but he finally agreed to come. 


> more on persuading sb © PERSUADE 


help or advice: guidance (noun U) o We were 
offered expert guidance. 

something which you would advise sb to do is 
advisable, suggested, recommended » /f's ad- 
visable to book a seat in advance. o the rec- 
ommended daily amount of vitamin C 

a small piece of useful advice: tip © a useful tip 
for removing wine stains 


ways of giving advice 

to give sb advice, you can say you’d better ... or 
you should ... or you ought to... ° You'd better 
leave it till you're feeling a bit stronger. o You 
should really try to cut down on fatty foods. 

to make your advice sound more personal, you 
can begin with I think or you can say (If | were 
you,) I'd... or! would... (if | were you) © / hon- 
estly think you ought to say no. o If | were you, I'd 
sell it and buy a better one. o I'd certainly think 
twice before agreeing.

advising sb not to do sth 


to tell sb that you think they should not do sth: 
advise sb not to do sth, advise sb against sth, 
warn sb not to do sth, discourage sb (from sth); 
noun: warning © We were advised not to go there 
at night. o They advised us against buying a 
house for the moment. o 1 warned you not to trust 
him. o He ignored all our warnings. 

to strongly advise sb not to do sth: try to dis- 
suade sb (from sth/doing sth) » / tried to dis- 
suade her from going. 

something which you would advise sb not to do 
is inadvisable o /t’s inadvisable to go swimming 
when you have a cold. 


more on warning > WARN 


ways of advising sb not to do sth 

to advise sb not to do sth, you can say You’d 
better not... or You shouldn’t ... or You ought 
not to... You'd better not be caught wearing 
your brother's new jeans! o You really shouldn't 
take these things so seriously. o You ought not to 
listen to such nonsense. 

to make your advice sound more personal, you 
can say | don’t think ... or (If | were you,) | 
wouldn’t... or | wouldn’t... (if! were you) o /f 
you want my advice about that job, I don't think 
you should take it. o I don’t really think you 
ought to take the money. After all, it’s not hers to 
give. o If I were you, I wouldn't give it another 
thought. <I wouldn't go near it, if I were you! 


making use of advice 


to ask sb if they would like your advice: offer sb 
(your/some) advice o Can I offer you some 
advice? 

to ask sb for their advice on sth: seek* sb’s 
advice, turn to sb (for advice) © / don’t know who 
to turn to for advice. 

to take notice of sb’s advice: listen to sb’s advice 
oI don’t know why | bother — he never listens to 
my advice. 

to do what sb has advised you to do: take* sb’s 
advice, follow sb’s advice  /f you take my 
advice, you'll go and see a doctor. « If she'd fol- 
lowed my advice, she wouldn't be in this mess. 

if you do not take sb’s advice, you ignore sb’s 
advice o Why did you ignore the doctor's advice? 


professional advice 

to go to sb for professional advice: consult sb; a 
meeting where you ask for professional advice: 
consultation © You'd better consult a doctor. oa 
consultation with a lawyer 

the advice of a lawyer: legal advice (noun U) o 
We've decided to get legal advice on the matter. 

a person who gives professional advice: adviser 
(AmE advisor) o a government adviser 

a person who gives professional advice on busi- 
ness, etc: consultant o @ management consultant 


to give professional advice to sb on personal 
problems: counsel sb; noun (U): counselling o 


Several people are likely to need counselling as a 
result of the disaster. 

— aperson who gives professional advice on per- 
sonal problems: counsellor (AmE counselor) oa 
marriage counsellor 


— aperson who receives professional advice: 
client

beer is also sold in bottles or cans; beer sold ina 
bottle: bottled beer; beer sold in a can: canned 
beer o They've only got it in cans, not on draught.

a glass that you drink beer from: beer glass; a 
glass with beer, etc in it: glass of sth o Can you 
get me another glass of lager?

liking or not liking sb’s behaviour 

to think that sb’s behaviour is good or reason- 
able: approve (of sth); noun (U): approval - We 
all thoroughly approved of the way the celebra- 
tions had been organized. 

to think that sb’s behaviour is bad or foolish: 
disapprove (of sth); noun (U): disapproval - My 
parents always disapproved of the way I dressed. 
e The elderly couple were looking at the youth 
with obvious disapproval. 

having or showing disapproval: disapproving 
(adverb disapprovingly) ° disapproving looks 


to accept behaviour which you do not like: tol- 
erate sth, put* up with sth > How can you put up 
with that sort of rudeness? 

the ability to allow or accept sth that you do not 
like or agree with: tolerance (noun U); opposite: 
intolerance (noun U) 

having or showing tolerance: tolerant (adverb 
tolerantly); opposite: intolerant (adverb intol- 
erantly) 


a person who does not allow people to break 
rules or behave badly is strict (adverb strictly) » 
I've got very strict parents — they only let me stay 
out until ten at night.

to behave as well as possible on a particular

— aperson or thing that is good and that people 
should copy: example o Her behaviour was an 
example to us all. 

— to behave in a way that other people should 
copy: set* an example (to sb) « Teachers are sup- 
posed to set an example to their students. 

— to behave in a way that should/should not be 
copied: set* sb a good/bad example, set* a 
good/bad example (to sb) © We think you've set 
the others a very bad example. 


— if behaviour is good and is fair to other people, it 
is right; opposite: wrong « It isn't right to waste 
food when so many people don’t have enough. « 
Stealing is wrong. 

— having high standards of behaviour: moral (ad- 
verb morally); opposite : immoral (adverb immor- 
ally) o He’s a very moral person and would never 
want to do anything wrong. «I thought their 
behaviour was totally immoral. 

— arule for good behaviour, based on what you 
believe is right: principle (moun C/U) o One of 
my principles is that I won't do anything that 
causes suffering to animals. I won't wear fur 
coats on principle (= because of my moral 
beliefs).

— behaviour which is very shocking or wrong can 
be called scandalous, disgraceful, disgusting >

— the state of not being respected by other people, 
usually because you have behaved badly: dis- 
grace (noun U) « to be in disgrace

sacked. 

— aperson or thing that gives such a bad impres- 
sion that other people feel ashamed: a disgrace

polite or rude 

if you act and speak in a way that is helpful and 
thoughtful towards other people, you are polite 
(adverb politely) © a polite persone The bank 
wrote me a very polite letter.

embarrassing or tactful 

behaviour which makes you feel ashamed or 
uncomfortable is embarrassing; to behave in 
this way: embarrass sb; noun (U/C): embar- 
rassment. an embarrassing mistake/remark o I 
hope you didn’t feel embarrassed by what I said. o 
to be overcome with embarrassment 

careful not to cause embarrassment or difficulty 
for sb: tactful (adverb tactfully); noun (U): tact 
She tactfully avoided talking about their argu- 
ment the day before. o He's got absolutely no tact .

formal or casual 

the way you talk or behave on an official oc- 
casion or when you do not know the other 
people well is formal (adverb formally); noun 
(U): formality © a formal introduction o He's 
always so formal - I wish he'd relax a bit.

calm, serious behaviour which makes other 
people respect you: dignity (moun U) o She sat 
and waited with quiet dignity. 

behaving with dignity: dignified o a dignified 
way of speaking/walking 


kind, friendly; unkind, cruel 

behaving to other people in a pleasant way: 
friendly; noun (U): friendliness; not friendly: 
unfriendly © a friendly act 


giving help: helpful (adverb helpfully); noun (U): 
helpfulness; not helpful: unhelpful 

caring about how other people feel and doing 
things to help them: kind (adverb kindly); noun 
(U): kindness; not kind: unkind © They were very 
kind to us when we first arrived in the village. 
not friendly, reasonable or helpful: difficult » He 
was being very difficult - when I asked him to do 
one thing, he did exactly the opposite. 

behaviour that causes pain and suffering is

calm, gentle; violent, noisy 

quiet and not excited: calm (adverb calmly) ©

behaving in a careful way so that you do not 
hurt people or damage things: gentle (adverb 
gently); noun (U): gentleness » The nurse was 
very gentle and I didn’t feel much pain.

moving or behaving with too much force and 
not enough care; not gentle or calm: rough (ad- 
verb roughly); noun (U): roughness » to treat sb

using physical strength, often in an uncon- 
trolled way, to hurt sb or to damage sth: violent

were violent disturbances around the city during 
the night. « Is there too much violence on tele- 
vision?

easily embarrassed; not relaxed with other 
people: awkward (adverb awkwardly); noun (U):

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too worried about what other people think of 
you: self-conscious (adverb self-consciously); 
noun (U): self-consciousness « / felt so self- 
conscious — everybody was wearing formal 
clothes and I turned up in my jeans! o Teenagers 
often behave very self-consciously.

an object which is used like a bell and which 
makes a sound like a bee: buzzer; the sound that 
a buzzer makes: buzz Press the buzzer if you 
know the answer to the question.

if you are physically awkward and often drop or 
break things, you are clumsy (adverb clumsily); 
noun (U); clumsiness

showing care and attention to details: careful 
(adverb carefully); noun (U): cares a careful 
piece of work » Listen carefully! 

if you show care and attention to details, you 
take* care (over sth/that ...) © He takes great care 
over his reports.

to do sth without hurrying: take* your time

to look at sth to make sure that it is correct or in

careful and complete: thorough (adverb thor- 
oughly) © The police made a thorough search of 
the house.

the final situation at the end of a process: result,

a change that is caused by sth: effect » You can't 
Just ignore the possible effects of your own ac- 
tions. © a definite (= certain) effect 


if you want to say how a result has happened, 
you can say that it arises* from sth, comes* 
from sth, results from sth © This sort of problem 
arises from an unhappy childhood. » His bad 
health comes from smoking too much. » His suc- 
cess results from a lot of hard work.

cigarette

a roll of tobacco in a thin tube of white paper 
that people smoke: cigarette 

a roll of tobacco leaves that people smoke: cigar 
a tube with a small bowl on the end for smoking 
tobacco: pipe » to smoke a pipe « a pipe smoker 
(=a person who smokes a pipe) 

a box of usually ten or twenty cigarettes: packet 
(AmE pack) (of cigarettes) 


- the substance made from the dried leaves of the 
tobacco plant that fills cigarettes, etc: tobacco 
(noun U) © tobacco smoke » the smell of tobacco 

— the drug that is contained in tobacco: nicotine 
(noun U) 


@ the habit of smoking 

- to have the habit of smoking cigarettes, etc: 
smoke; noun (U): smoking > / don't smoke. - 
Smoking can seriously damage your health. 

— aperson who smokes: smoker; a person who 
smokes a little/a lot: light/heavy smoker 


@ smoking a cigarette 

— tosmoke a cigarette, etc: have a cigarette, 
smoke (sth); noun: smoke = How many cigar- 
ettes do you smoke a day? « If you want to smoke 
please do so only in the permitted smoking areas. 
- I'm going to pop outside for a quick smoke. 


- to make a cigarette, etc begin to burn: light* sth - 
He sat down and lit a cigar. 

- ashort piece of wood that can be used to pro- 
duce a flame: match » fo strike a match » a box of 
matches « a matchbox 

— an object that produces a small flame for light- 
ing cigarettes: (cigarette) lighter 

— something that can be used to light a cigarette: a 
light » Have you got a light?

— asmiall dish for cigarette ash: ashtray

— to stop smoking permanently: give* (sth) up, 
stop, (AmE) quit < / gave up smoking ten years 
ago.

wearing unusual clothes 

when you dress in unusual clothes for a party, 
play, etc, you dress up (as sb/sth) o The children 
love dressing up as ghosts. 

the clothes that you wear when you dress up: 
fancy dress (noun U) oa fancy dress party 
clothes, false hair, etc that you wear so that no- 
body recognizes you: disguise (noun C/U); to 
wear a disguise: disguise sb/yourself (as sb/sth) 
o Nobody noticed that they were escaping, 
because they were disguised as prison guards. 


putting clothes on and taking clothes off 

when you put your clothes on, you get* 
dressed; opposite: get* undressed, undress « 
Get dressed quickly or you'll miss the school bus! 
I got undressed and had a bath. o He undressed 
so that the doctor could examine his chest. 

to take all your clothes off: strip (off), strip your 
clothes off o It was so warm we all stripped off 
and dived into the river. 


to put a piece of clothing on your body: put* sth 
on, (informal) get* sth on; opposite: take* sth 
off Put your coat on if you're going out. o Do I 
have to take my hat off in church? 

to put some clothing on quickly and easily: slip 
sth on, slip into sth; opposite: slip sth off, slip 
out of sth o Wait for me — I'm just going to slip my 
boots on. o She slipped out of her dressing gown 
and turned on the shower. 

to put sth on or take sth off with force or ina 
hurry: pull sth on/off o He quickly pulled off his 
clothes and dived into the river. 

to put sth on with difficulty: get* into sth o He's 
put on weight — he can’t get into these jeans any 
more. 

to put the bottom edge of a shirt or jumper 
inside the waist of your skirt or trousers: tuck 
sth in, tuck sth into sth oJ usually wear my 
T-shirt tucked into my jeans. 

if you decide not to take off a piece of clothing, 
you keep” it on, leave” it ono /'ll keep my coat on 
— I'm not staying long. 


if you change from one set of clothes into 
another, you get* changed, change out of sth, 
change into sth o Where do we get changed to go 
in the swimming-pool? o You ought to change 
out of those wet clothes immediately. 2 Why not 
change into something more comfortable? 

if you then put on the first set of clothes again, 
you change back into them 

a room in a sports centre, etc where you get 
changed: changing room (AmE locker room) 


to put clothes on another person: dress sb, get* 
sb dressed; opposite: undress sb o We dressed 
the baby in warm clothes. 

if you help sb to put sth on, you help sb on with 
sth o Let me help you on with your coat, Mrs 
Stokes. 

to take all the clothes off sb: strip sb o They were 
stripped and searched. 


fastening clothes 

to fasten a piece of clothing: do* sth up, fasten 
sth; opposite: undo* sth o Do your coat up. o Are 
the buttons at the back all fastened? o Your shirt 
is undone. 

(used about a piece of clothing) to be fastened: 
do* up o This skirt does up at the side. 

(used about a piece of clothing) to become 
unfastened: come* undone

to fasten sth with buttons: button sth (up); 
opposite: unbutton sth o You've buttoned your 
shirt up wrong.

a nylon material used as a fastener, made of two 
strips which stick together: velcro (noun U)

inside out 


if you put sth on wrong so that the front is at the 
back, it is back to front, the wrong way round o / 
think you've got that jumper on back to front. 

if you put sth on wrong so that the inside is out- 
side, it is inside out o Your T-shirt looks a bit 
funny - is it inside out? 

if you put on two socks/shoes/ gloves from two 
different pairs, you are wearing odd socks/ 
shoes/gloves o Did you get dressed in the dark? 
You've got odd socks on.

blouse 

an informal shirt without collar or buttons, with 
short sleeves, made of soft cotton: T-shirt 


a warm piece of clothing, often made of wool, 
which you put over your head: sweater, pull- 
over, (BrE) jumper; if it has buttons down the 
front it is a cardigan 

a sweater with a round neck which comes up to

a short coat, with sleeves, that has buttons down 
the front: jacket o the jacket of my grey suit o Even 
on hot days we had to wear our jackets in the 
office.

tons: single-breasted jacket 

a short jacket with no sleeves, a V-neck, and 
buttons down the front: waistcoat (AmE 

vest) 
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a piece of clothing that covers both legs, from 
waist to ankles: trousers (AmE pants) (noun 
plural) 

a jacket and trousers, or a jacket and skirt, made 
of the same material, usually rather formal: suit 
a set of clothes (top and trousers) made of thick 
cotton, which you wear for sport: tracksuit

— apiece of clothing like a loose coat which you 
wear indoors, after a bath or over nightclothes: 
dressing gown, bathrobe (AmE robe) 

— alight soft shoe that is worn in the house, es- 
pecially at bedtime: slipper o a pair of slippers 


w clothes for work 

— the clothes which some children wear at school, 
or which some people wear at work: uniform 
(noun C/U) © Our school uniform was all navy, 
with a blue and gold tie. oa soldier in uniform 

— ordinary clothes worn by police officers instead 
of uniforms: plain clothes © Detectives in plain 
clothes mixed with the crowd. a plain-clothes 
policewoman 


— any clothes which you wear to protect yourself 
while you are working: protective clothing 
(noun U) o Everyone must wear protective cloth- 
ing when we go down into the mine. 

— apiece of clothing which you wear in front of 
your normal clothes to keep them clean when 
you are doing housework or dirty work: apron 

— apiece of clothing like a coat that you wear to 
protect your other clothes: overall

3 parts of clothes 


the part which goes round your neck: neck The 
neck of this jumper is too tight. 

the part which fits round the neck of a shirt, 
coat, dress, etc and is usually made of double 
cloth: collar o a shirt/coat/jacket collar o a stiff/ 
soft collar 

the part of a piece of clothing which goes round 
your middle is generally called the waist 

a small place inside your clothes that you can 
put things in: pocket e Don't walk with your 
hands in your pockets. © It's in my trouser pocket/ 
the pocket of my trousers. 


a part of a piece of clothing which covers your 
arm: sleeve, arm; a piece of clothing without 
sleeves is sleeveless © / can't get my arm into the 
sleeve of the coat. 

a double piece of cloth on the end of a sleeve: 
cuff o The sleeves are a bit long - you'll have to 
turn the cuffs back. 

the part of a pair of trousers, etc that covers your 
leg: leg o The legs of these trousers are too wide. 
the part of a trouser leg that covers the middle 
part of your leg: knee o My jeans have gone at the 
knees and there are two great holes in them. 


the bottom edge of a skirt, dress or trousers, 
where the material is folded under and sewn: 
hem o There's a deep hem, so you can let it down 
and make the skirt longer if you want. 

the smooth cloth sewn inside a coat, jacket, etc: 
lining © a silk lining 

a fold in a piece of clothing, which is sewn down 
to make it permanent: pleat; a piece of clothing 
which has pleats is pleated o a pleated skirt 


4 the size of clothes 


if a piece of clothing is not too big for you and 
not too small, it is the right size, it fits you, itis a 
good fit; if it is too big or too small, it is the 
wrong size, it doesn’t fit » The jacket is a really 
good fit — you ought to buy it. They're nice shoes, 
but they're the wrong size for me. © Those jeans 
don't fit me any more. 

one of a set of fixed measurements of clothes or 
shoes: size o Do you have the same skirt in a size 
twelve? oI think you should try a larger size. 


clothes which fit closely to your body are tight, 
close-fitting; if they fit very closely, they are 
skintight tight jeans 

clothes which don't fit closely are loose; if they 
fit very loosely on your body, they are baggy «a 
big loose coato a baggy jumper 


(used about children) to become too big for 
your clothes: grow’ out of sth, outgrow’ sth; 
opposite: grow* into sth o When we grew out of 
our clothes, they were passed on to our younger 
brothers and sisters. o The jumper’s too big for the 
baby now, but he'll grow into it. 


if a piece of clothing gets smaller, for example 
when you wash it in very hot water, it shrinks* © 
I put this jumper in the wash and it’s shrunk 
almost to nothing. 
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buying clothes 


a shop where you buy clothes: clothes shop 
(AmE clothing store) 

a shop where you buy shoes: shoe shop (AmE 
shoe store) 

if you have your clothes made specially for you, 
you go to a tailor or (for women’s clothes) a 
dressmaker o ‘Where are you getting your wed- 
ding dress from?’ ‘I'm having it made. My mother 
knows a good dressmaker who can do it.’ 

clothes which are made specially for you are 
made to measure; clothes which you buy from a 
shop are ready-made, off the peg 


to put on a piece of clothing in a shop to see if it 
is the right size: try sth on 

the room where you try clothes on: fitting room, 
changing room » ‘Could I try these on, please?’ 
‘Certainly. The fitting room is over there.’ 


to provide clothes for sb, especially children: 
clothe sb « / have to feed and clothe five children 
on my small salary. 


how you look in clothes 


the way you look in your clothes, etc is your 
appearance © Glasses really change your appear- 
ance — suddenly you look terribly serious. 

if a piece of clothing looks good on you, it suits 
you © Red suits you — you look marvellous! « It’s a 
nice coat, but it doesn’t really suit you. 


if you dress in a careful, clean way, you look 
tidy, neat; opposite: untidy © a tidy appearance > 
You need to look neat for work. 

untidy and dirty: scruffy © fo look scruffy 


more on being tidy > Tiny 


if you usually wear clothes which make you look 
good/bad, you dress well/badly; adjectives: 
well dressed/badly dressed 

if the clothes you are wearing are suitable fora 
formal occasion, you are dressed formally; 
opposite : casually 


if you are clean, tidy and rather formally 
dressed, you, or your clothes, are smart (adverb 
smartly) » That's a very smart suit — are you going 
to a wedding? « to look smart» to dress smartly 
everyday clothes (not particularly smart) are 
casual clothes 

to dress yourself more tidily: smarten yourself 
upc You'll have to smarten yourself up if you 
want to impress them at the interview. 


someone who always dresses in very smart 
clothes and looks good in them is elegant; 
clothes which are very smart are elegant 

o Everyone in the wedding photos looks terribly 
elegant. 

the way of dressing, etc that is most popular at 
any time: fashion (noun C/U); clothes which are 
popular in this way are fashionable, in fashion

— (used about a piece of clothing) thin because 
you have had it for a long time: worn e The jacket 
is very worn, especially at the elbows. 

— old, worn and untidy: shabby e a shabby suit 


— to pull cloth, etc so that it comes apart or gets 
holes in it: tear* sth; a hole caused by tearing 
sth: tear o This is all torn - do you think it can be 
mended? » Have you noticed there’s a tear in your 
blouse? 

— to become torn: tear*, get* torn » How did your 
shorts get torn? 

— to make a long tear: rip sth; noun: rip > My jeans 
are ripped at the knee. o a long rip in the material

a coat that you wear when it is raining: raincoat,

a wool coat with a hood and special buttons

a short warm coat with a fur-lined hood: parka 
a long loose flowing coat without sleeves or 
armholes: cloak 


able to keep out the rain: waterproof; able to 
keep out the wind: windproof «a waterproof 
jacket 


a short waterproof coat, usually with a hood: 
anorak 

a thin nylon waterproof coat for outdoor activ- 
ities: cagoule 


a short coat, not always for wearing outside: 
jacket o You'll need to wear a jacket and tie for 
the interview. o a leather jacket 


m parts of a coat 


the part of a coat which fits around your neck: 
collar o People were turning up the collars of 
their coats against the wind. 

a long thin piece of cloth that goes around the 
waist of a coat: belt o to fasten a belt o Why don't 
you do up your belt? 

a small place in a coat or jacket for keeping 
things in: pocket o He walks about with his 
hands in his pockets. 

the part of a coat that you wear over your head 
in bad weather: hood o Put your hood up, it's 
starting to snow.

the seeds of a tropical plant which are used for 
making coffee: coffee (noun U), coffee beans 
(noun plural) o Coffee is one of Brazil's main 
exports. o roasted coffee beans (= beans which 
have been cooked until they are brown) 

the drink that is made from coffee: coffee (noun 
U/C) e Whoa‘d like some coffee? > Anyone want a 
coffee (= a cup of coffee)? 


strong coffee without milk, served in a small 
quantity: espresso (plural espressos) 
espresso coffee with hot milk added: cappuc- 
cino (plural cappuccinos) 


making coffee 

fresh coffee that has been made into a powder: 
ground coffee (noun U) 

coffee which can be made quickly just by adding 
hot water: instant (coffee) o I’m afraid we've only 
got instant. 


to make coffee, you put some ground coffee in a 
(coffee) pot or some instant coffee in a coffee 
cup or mug 

you then pour hot water over the coffee 

(used with ground coffee) to separate the liquid 
from the solid you use a (coffee) filter 

special pots for making and serving coffee: per- 
colator, cafetiére 

an electric machine which makes coffee for you: 
coffee machine 


a pot (usually electric) that is used for making 
water hot: kettle o Have you put the kettle on? o 
Hasn't the kettle boiled yet? 


to make coffee from beans, you must first grind* 
the beans into powder; to do this you use a cof- 
fee grinder 


2 tea 


the dried leaves of a tropical plant which are 
used for making tea: tea (noun U) o Most tea is 
grown in India and China. <a packet of tea 

the drink that is made from tea: tea (noun U/C) 
e Would you like a cup of tea? o ‘Tea or coffee?’ ‘I'll 
have tea, please.'o A ham sandwich and a tea (= 
a cup of tea), please. o Our supermarket sells lots 
of different teas (= different kinds of tea). 


making tea 
to make tea you need tea leaves (noun plural) 
a small paper bag with tea leaves in it: tea bag 


you put some tea leaves in a teapot, or you put a 
tea bag in a teacup or mug 
you then pour hot water over the tea 


3 drinking coffee or tea 


coffee or tea without milk is black; coffee with 
milk is white o Two black coffees and one white, 
please. c I'll have mine black. o ‘How do you take 
your coffee?’ ‘Black with one sugar, please’ (= 
with one spoon of sugar). 

a small amount of sth, for example milk in cof- 
fee or tea: a drop (of sth) o ‘Do you want milk?’ 
Just a drop, please.’ 

coffee or tea that is made with a lot of water is 
weak; opposite: strong ‘How do you like your 
coffee?’ ‘ Not too strong, please.’ 

if you normally have sugar in your coffee or tea, 
you take" sugar o Do you take sugar? 


to put liquid into a cup, glass, etc from a jug, 
bottle, etc, to serve sb: pour sth (for sb), pour sb 
sth o He poured her a large mug of coffee. 

to pour sth out of a container by accident: spill 
sth o Careful — you might spill it. 

to move the coffee or tea round and round with 
a spoon: stir sth o She sat quietly, stirring her tea. 
the small spoon that you use for adding sugar 
and stirring the tea or coffee: teaspoon, coffee 
spoon 


the time when people stop work for tea or cof- 
fee: tea break, coffee break o We have a tea 
break every two hours.

the substance in coffee which makes you stay 
awake: caffeine (noun U) 

with the caffeine taken out: decaffeinated; cof- 
fee with the caffeine taken out: decaffeinated

- when your body shakes because of the cold, you

— when your teeth knock together because you 
are shivering, they chatter

plural) 

— aserious injury to the fingers, toes, etc caused 
by extreme cold: frostbite (moun U); adjective: 
frostbitten 

- to die because of staying in extreme cold: 
freeze* to death, die of cold 

- if you often feel cold (more than most people), 
you feel* the cold o Old people tend to feel the 
cold more than the young. 


3 keeping cool when the weather is hot 

— asystem for keeping buildings cool when the

— asubstance, usually made from part of a plant, 
which is used to give flavour to food: spice 
(noun C/U); tasting of spices: spicy; some com- 
mon spices are pepper (noun U), ginger (noun 
U), cinnamon (noun U) © mixed spices « Indian 
food is hot and spicy. 

— the leaf of a plant used for giving food flavour: 
herb; some common herbs are mint (noun U), 
parsley (noun U), basil (noun U) ° dried herbs «

if you disagree with sth, you are opposed to it © 
I've always been opposed to experiments on ani-

— ata long distance from sb/sth; not near: along 
way (away), far (away); adjective: distant » The 
cinema's quite a long way from here. o My boy- 
friend doesn't seem such a long way away now 
that I can phone him. » ‘How far is it to 
Brighton?’ ‘Not far at all —- about five miles.’ It’s 
too far to walk. « We heard a distant cry for help. 

— not very near, but not too far away: (at) some 
distance from a place = The theatre is some dis- 
tance from the station, but we can walk if it’s a 
nice evening. 


Note: far in this sense is normally used only in 
questions and in negative sentences. In af- 
firmative sentences we say a long way.

as far away as possible: extreme, furthest > He

to continue over a long distance: stretch ..., 
extend ... © The road stretched for miles. 

between places that are a long way from each 
other: long-distance » a long-distance phone call

a thing that can be seen, but is very far away, is 
in the distance » As we came over the hill we 
could see the town in the distance. 

so far away that you cannot see it: out of sight «

at a short distance from sb/sth: near (...), close

Note: in the examples above, near, close, etc are 
prepositions and/or adverbs. Near, close and 
nearby can also be adjectives. As adjectives, 
near, nearer, close and closer can only be used 
after a noun. Nearby can only be used before a 
noun, and nearest and closest can be used 
before or after a noun. o We needn't take the car - 
it’s quite near/close. o Let's go to the Red Lion.

denly? © She put her foot on the brake and man- 
aged to stop in time. 


m@ changing gear 


a set of wheels in an engine which pass power 
from one part of the engine to another: gears 
(noun plural) 

to change from one gear to another while you 
are driving: change gear (AmE shift gear) 

to change gear, you need to press the clutch 
(pedal) with your foot and move the gear lever,

a device that provides electricity for a radio, 
torch, car, etc: battery « ] need a new battery for 
my watch ¢ a car/radio/torch battery 

a car battery that has no more power is flat; a 
battery for a radio, etc that has no more power is 
dead «/ couldn't start the car this morning, 
because the battery was flat. 

a battery which is losing power is running down 
oe ‘What's wrong with this torch?’ ‘I think the bat- 
teries are running down.’ 


a battery that you can use again is rechargeable 
when a rechargeable battery stops working, you

a hole in a wall where you can connect sth to the 
electricity supply: socket, power point 

a plastic or rubber object with two or three 
metal pins, that is put into a socket to allow 
electricity to pass into an appliance: plug 

to put sth into a socket: plug sth in; to take sth 
out of the socket: unplug sth, take* the plug out 
o It's obvious why it’s not working; it’s not 
plugged in! Please unplug the computer when 
you've finished with it. 

a device that allows you to put more than one 
plug into the same socket or to use different 
kinds of plug: adaptor

one of the grammatical categories noun, verb,

a verb such as ‘must’, ‘may’, ‘can’, ‘will’, ‘ought’ 
that expresses possibility, obligation, ability, etc: 
modal verb 

a verb such as ‘to cut yourself’ that describes 
actions in which the subject and the object of 
the verb are the same: reflexive verb 

a verb such as ‘blow up’, ‘put sth off’ that 
includes an adverb or preposition: phrasal verb 


the most basic form of the verb (for example 
‘be’, ‘come’), in English usually preceded by ‘to’: 
infinitive 

a form of the verb which is used as an adjective 
or to help form some tenses: participle © the 
past/present participle 


a form of the verb which shows if sth happens in 
the past, present or future: tense (noun C/U) « 
the present/past/future tense 


a form of the verb (such as ‘was writing’) that 
tells you that an action, state, etc is/was/will be 
continuing: continuous (tense), progressive 
(tense) o the present/past/future progressive 

a form of the verb (such as ‘have finished’) that 
describes actions, states, etc which happened in 
the past and have some present effect, or which 
are seen from the point of view of the present: 
perfect (tense) » the present/past/future perfect 


a form of the verb that expresses doubt, uncer- 
tainty, wishes, etc: subjunctive 


if the subject of a sentence performs the action 
(for example ‘The dog chased the rabbit.’), the 
verb/sentence is active (noun, adjective) o The 
verb is in the active. = an active sentence 

if the subject of a sentence does not perform the 
action but is affected by it (for example ‘The 
rabbit was chased by the dog.’), the verb/sen- 
tence is passive (noun, adjective ) 


sentences and clauses 


types of sentence 

a sentence that has the form of a statement, 
such as ‘You should read this book.’ is declara- 
tive 

a sentence that has the form of a question, such 
as ‘Should I read this book?’ is interrogative 

a sentence that has the form of an order, such as 
‘Read this book.’ is imperative 

a sentence that states that sth is the case, such 
as ‘Grammar is difficult.’ is affirmative 

a sentence that states that sth is not the case, 
such as ‘Grammar isn’t difficult.’ is negative 


a way of telling people what sb said by repeating

— the solid surface of the earth: ground (noun U), 
earth (noun U) © to sit/stand/lie on the ground © 
above/below ground « at ground level « The earth/ 
ground shook. « The satellite fell to earth. 

~ the solid surface of the earth (in contrast with 
the sea): land (moun U) « After three days at sea 
she was glad to reach dry land. » Penguins can't 
move very fast on land.

below the surface of the earth: underground 
(adjective, adverb) + an underground car park» 
They spent several days underground. 


Note: the ground is the solid surface under your 
feet when you are outside; when you are inside 
a building, the surface under your feet is the 
floor; we talk about sitting, standing, lying, etc 
on the ground or floor. 

The earth is the name of the planet on which we 
live; earth can also be used to talk about the 
world in contrast to the sky; if we describe 
something falling from a great height, we are 
more likely to use earth. 

Land is the surface of the earth which is not sea; 
it is also a large area which you buy, live on or 
grow food on. 


the type of ground which trees and plants grow 
in: soil (noun U), earth (noun U) «Is the soil in 
your garden good for roses? « wet/heavy soil (= 
with a lot of water in it) « dry/light soil (= without 
a lot of water in it) oa lump of earth o We filled in 
the hole with earth.

the state of being unable to use part of your

Note: illness is a more common word than dis- 
ease and often refers to the experience of being 
ill. Disease is used especially to refer to a par- 
ticular illness which has a name.

to cause sb or sth to have a disease: infect sb/ 
sth; the process or result of becoming infected: 
infection (noun U) ° 1 must have got infected by 
drinking that water. « A dirty water supply can be 
a source of infection. 

a very small living thing that causes disease: 
virus; small living things that exist in the air, 
soil, people's bodies etc and which sometimes 
cause disease: bacteria (noun plural); a general 
word for viruses and bacteria: germ © The virus 
that causes Aids is called HIV. « Germs spread in 
dirty places. 

dirty and likely to cause disease: insanitary, 
unhygienic » living in very unhygienic conditions 


when a disease moves from one person to 
another, it spreads*; noun: spread © They're 
trying desperately to prevent the spread of the 
disease .

being injured 

to cause physical damage to your body, es- 
pecially in an accident: hurt* sb/sth, injure sb/ 
sth; noun (C/U): injury «/ fell and hurt my arm. ¢ 
Several people were injured when the bus 
crashed. © Luckily, his injuries weren't serious. « 
internal injuries (= to the inside of your body) o 
She was lucky to escape injury. 

the bad effect of an accident, illness, etc: harm 
(noun U); verb: harm sb/sth e He fell off his bike 
but fortunately did not come to any serious 
harm. 

something that can cause injury or illness is 
dangerous, harmful; opposite: harmless « 
dangerous sports e harmless activities 


> dangerous situations © DANGEROUS 


Note: hurt and injure are similar in meaning, 
but hurt can be used in less serious situations. 
Harm is not used for describing a physical injury 
but for any kind of bad effect. 


an injury (caused by a knife, a gun, etc), often 
received in fighting: wound; to cause a wound: 
wound sb (usually passive) oa bullet wound o He 
died of his wounds. « Many soldiers were 
wounded in the battle. 


if you injure yourself or part of your body, you 
are injured, hurt (not before a noun); opposite: 


unhurt (not before a noun) The injured passen- 
gers were taken to hospital. © The doctor treated 
his injured leg. > No one was seriously injured. « 
Was anyone hurt? o 1 was frightened but unhurt. 
if the effects of an injury last for some time, the 
part can be called bad © He’s had a bad leg ever 
since that fall last year. 

an injury that causes death is fatal (adverb 
fatally) © fatally injured 


people who have been injured 

a person who has been injured in an accident or 
war: casualty, victim » There were numerous 
casualties. o the victims of road accidents 

people who have been hurt: the injured (noun 
plural); in a war: the wounded (noun plural) 
The injured were taken to hospital. 


2 different kinds of injury 


@ cuts 


an injury caused by sth sharp like a knife: cut; 
verb: cut* sb/stho / cut my finger with a vege- 
table knife. © a deep/serious cut a slight/super- 
ficial cut 

a small cut: scratch; verb: scratch sb/sth o They 
survived the accident without even a scratch. o If 
you tease the cat it'll scratch you. 

a light cut caused by sth rough moving over the 
skin: graze; verb: graze sb/sth She fell over and 
grazed her knee. 

to damage sb’s body badly, often by cutting off 
parts of it: mutilate sb/sth; noun (U): mutilation 
e badly mutilated bodies 


to lose blood: bleed* o My finger’s still bleeding. 1 
need a bandage. 

an area of dried blood that forms where there 
has been a cut: scab 

a mark that is left on your skin after a cut or 
wound has healed: scar; adjective: scarred o The 
accident left him scarred for life. 


bites 

a painful place on the skin caused by the teeth 
of an animal, insect, etc: bite; verb: bite* sb/sth o 
She had several nasty bites on her leg. 

a sudden pain that is the result of an insect or 
plant pushing sth sharp into the skin: sting; 
verb: sting* sb/stho / was stung by a wasp. 


burns 

an injury caused by fire or heat: burn; verb: burn 
sb/stho He'd gota nasty burn on his leg. « She 
was badly burned in the fire. 

an injury caused by very hot liquid: scald; verb: 
scald sb/sth 


being hit 

a dark mark on the skin caused by knocking sth, 
being hit, etc: bruise; verb: bruise sb/sth « He 
had several cuts and bruises on his face. « I fell 
over and bruised my arm. 

badly bruised: black and blue « fo be beaten 
black and blue 

a person who has been badly beaten is battered 
© a refuge for battered wives 

a hard raised place on the skin caused by a 
blow: bump. a bump on the head 
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Injury contd. 


an injury to the brain caused by a blow to the 
head: concussion (noun U); verb (usually pas- 
sive): concuss sb He was rushed to hospital 
suffering from concussion. o She was badly con- 
cussed. 


injuries to bones and muscles 

to damage a bone so that it breaks or cracks: 
break” sth, (formal) fracture sth; noun: fracture 
o He fell and broke his collar-bone. « a hip frac- 
ture 

to injure part of your body by bending or turn- 
ing it suddenly: sprain sth; noun: sprain o She 
tripped and sprained her ankle. 0 a sprained 
wrist 

to injure part of your body by using it too much: 
strain sth I've strained my back carrying that 
box. 

to damage a muscle by using too much force: 
pull a muscle e He pulled a muscle playing foot- 
ball. 


@ injuries that stop your body working well 


an injury that makes you unable to use part of 
your body properly: disability (moun C/U); hav- 
ing a disability: disabled o He’s unable to work 
because of his disability. o a disabled soldier 


to cause an injury that makes you unable to 
walk: cripple sb o She was crippled in a road 
accident. 

to walk in an uneven way because of injury: 
limp; noun (singular): limp ° to walk with a limp 
(mainly used about animals) unable to walk 
properly: lame; noun (U): lameness a lame 
horse 


to make a person unable to see: blind sb » He 
was blinded in a fire at the factory. 

to make a person unable to hear: deafen sb o We 
were deafened by the explosion. 


3 dealing with injuries 


medical help that you give to an injured person 
before a doctor arrives: first aid (noun U) « to 
give sb first aid 


a small piece of sticky material that is used to 
cover a cut: (sticking) plaster (noun C/U) » You 
need to put a plaster on that cut. 

a long piece of soft white material that is 
wrapped round a wound or injury: bandage, 
(more formal) dressing; verb: bandage sth o The 
nurse bandaged my arm. 

to clean a wound and put a bandage, etc on it: 
dress sth 

when a wound or cut gets better, it heals 


one of the small pieces of thread that a doctor 
uses to sew your skin together if you cut yourself 
very badly: stitch; verb: stitch sth His arm was 
so badly cut that he needed several stitches. 


> dealing with broken bones > BONE 
> taking an injured person to hospital > accioENT 
> treatment in hospital > HOSPITAL

a small animal with six legs and usually one or 
two pairs of wings: insect 

a small insect, especially one that causes dam- 
age or is found in dirty places: bug

an insect like a butterfly that normally flies at 
night: moth 

a flying insect that often destroys vegetation and 
crops: locust 

an insect that makes a loud noise by rubbing its

mosquitoes)

proper legal representation after he was arrested. 
a person who receives a service from a lawyer or 
other professional person: client 

the money that you pay to a lawyer for his/her 
services: fee (often plural) = Her fees are very 
high, but she is the best barrister in London. 


a person whose job is to apply the law and 
decide what punishment to give to sb who 
breaks the law: judge 


the law as a subject of study or as a profession: 
law (noun U) o Elizabeth is studying law at uni- 
versity.

to behave legally: obey the law 

to obey a law, etc: (formal) observe sth « fo 
observe the speed limit 

a person who normally obeys the law is law- 
abiding © a law-abiding citizen 

a situation in which the law is obeyed by most

to make sure that people obey a law: enforce 
sth; noun (U): enforcement It’s the job of the 
police to enforce the law.

Have you seen ‘Gone with the Wind’? > Did you 
see the game between Arsenal and Juventus? 

to watch sb/sth carefully: observe sb/sth; the 
act of observing: observation (noun U) » to 
observe an animal in its natural surroundings o 
The police have had him under observation for 
some time. 


a person who watches sth: observer © an obser- 
ver of animal behaviour 

the people who watch a play, a concert, a 
speech or the television, etc: audience » The 
audience clapped and cheered. 

a person who watches a sport: spectator o The 
spectators were asked to stand well back from the 
road. 

a person who watches sth happening near them 
without taking part in it: onlooker; to do this:

having good luck 

success or good things that happen by chance: 
(good) luck (noun U), (more formal) good for- 
tune o / hope you have some luck this time — you 
deserve it. o beginner's luck (= luck that you have 
when you do sth for the first time) o J had the 
good fortune to be standing right next to the per- 
son who I most wanted to meet. 

to wish sb success: wish sb (good) luck; if you 
want to wish sb good luck, you can say Good 
luck! «I've got my driving test this afternoon so 
wish me good luck! > Good luck with your exams! 


a person who has luck is lucky, (more formal) 
fortunate » They were lucky to survive. > You've 
been very fortunate. 

to be lucky on a particular occasion: be in luck « 
You're in luck; this is the last one in the shop. 

a thing that brings success or good luck is lucky 
o What's your lucky number? 

a situation or event that has a good result is 
lucky (adverb luckily), fortunate (adverb fortu- 
nately) © They had a lucky escape. Fortunately, 
they managed to get out of the boat before it 
sank.

something good that happens unexpectedly:

different kinds of machine 


a piece of equipment with several moving parts, 
which performs a particular activity: machine - 
a washing machine Can you work this 
machine? 
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machines in general: machinery (noun U) e farm 
machinery 


worked by, connected with, or produced by 
machines: mechanical (adverb mechanically) © 
a mechanical device 

operated by hand and not by machine: manual 
(adverb manually) » This car has a manual gear- 
box. If you press this button here, you can then 
operate the machine manually. 

a machine that can work by itself without direct 
human control is automatic (adverb automatic- 
ally) ¢ an automatic gearbox > The doors open 
automatically. 


a machine that provides the power needed for 
sth to work or move: motor, engine © an electric 
motor a petrol/diesel/steami/jet engine 


Note: normally we use engine for vehicles and 
motor for small machines that we use in the 
house, office, workshop, etc. 


2 parts of a machine 


one of the pieces that make up a machine: part 
a simple machine with only a few moving parts 
the moving parts of a machine: machinery 
(noun U) 


the parts of a machine that are used for operat- 
ing it: controls (noun plural) o the controls of an 
aeroplane 

something that is used for measuring speed, 
fuel levels, etc in a machine: instrument « the 
instrument panel of a plane 

a handle that you pull or push in order to make 
a machine, etc work: lever o To increase the 
speed, pull this lever. 

a small device that you press up or down in 
order to start or stop a machine: switch 

a type of small switch on a machine that you 
press in order to operate sth: button 

a kind of switch on a piece of equipment that 
you turn with your hand in order to change the 
level of sth: dial 


parts of engines (mainly petrol engines) 

a device you use to start an engine: starter 

the electrical system that starts the engine of a 
car: ignition 

a device that controls the power of an engine by 
increasing or decreasing the amount of fuel it 
can use: throttle 

a device which makes the fuel richer in an 
engine when it is cold: choke 

a device that mixes petrol and air in an engine: 
carburettor (AmFE carburetor) 

a thing that produces sparks (= small amounts 
of light and heat from electricity) in an engine: 
spark plug (BrE also sparking plug) 

a piece of metal that fits tightly inside a tube 
and, by moving up and down in the tube, causes 
other parts of an engine to move: piston; the 
tube that a piston moves in: cylinder a six- 
cylinder engine 

a mechanical device that controls the flow of air, 
water or gas in a pipe or tube: valve 


a system that uses air, water, etc to stop an 
engine from becoming too hot: cooling system 
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a device that is used for keeping an engine cool: 
radiator 


3 power for a machine 


what is needed to make machines work: power 
(noun U), energy (noun U) « electrical power 
nuclear energy 

an engine or machine that uses a certain kind of 
fuel runs* on it, (used about large machines) is 
powered by it > My car runs on unleaded petrol. « 
a nuclear-powered submarine 

(used about an engine or machine) having great 
power: powerful, high-powered © a high- 
powered sports car 

a measure of the power of an engine: horse- 
power (abbreviation hp) (plural horsepower) oa 
20 horsepower engine 

the size of petrol engines is measured in litres or 
cubic centimetres (abbreviation cc) © a 2.0 litre 
engine

to make a machine work: work sth, operate sth » 
How do you work this thing? = You can operate 
the television with the remote control. 


(used about a machine) to be in use: run*; to 
make a machine run: run* sth o The engine had 
been running for several minutes when it sud- 
denly stopped. « He ran the engine for a few min- 
utes to warm it up. 


(used about a machine) to begin to work: start 
(up); to make an engine begin to work: start sth 
(up) o She pressed the button and the motor 
started up immediately. 2 You start it by pressing 
this button. 

(used about a machine) to stop working: turn 
(itself) off, switch (itself) off; to make a machine 
stop working: turn sth off, switch sth off» /f 
switches off automatically if it gets too hot. « As 
soon as they saw that something was wrong, they 
turned off the machine. > How do you switch this 


thing off? 


5 working or not working well 


when a machine does what you want it to do, it 
works « ‘Has the lawnmower been fixed?’ ‘Yes, it’s 
working well now.’ 

if a machine is working properly, it is in order, in 
(good) working order « /t is an old fridge, but it is 
in perfect working order. 


to stop working properly: break* down; a situ- 
ation when a machine has stopped working 
properly: failure We lost three days’ production 
because one small piece of machinery broke 
down. « an engine failure 

to start not working properly; to develop a prob- 
lem: go* wrong « /f it goes wrong within three 
months, we'll give you a complete refund. 

a machine that does not work properly is faulty, 
broken, out of order The remote control seems 
to be faulty — it's not changing channels properly.

if sth is not careful and exact and it contains 
mistakes, it is inaccurate (adverb inaccurately); 
opposite: accurate (adverb accurately) » We lost 
our way because the map was inaccurate. « He 
described the man so accurately that the police 
were able to identify him. 


a mistake in the planning or organization of sth: 
mix-up, muddle, confusion » They told me there 
had been a bit of a muddle in the travel arrange- 
ments and so we got the wrong tickets. » Sorry. 
There seems to be a slight confusion here -1 
asked for a single room, not a double. 

a mistake caused by thinking that sb/sth is sb/

necessary to do sth 

if you think that it is necessary that sb does sth, 
you can say that they must (do sth), have to (do 
sth), have got to (do sth), need to (do sth) » You 
must try to be on time in future! Must she go 
away? Do I have to show my passport? © Sorry, 
I've got to go. © Have we got to listen to another 
speech? « I need to get up at half past six if I'm 
going to catch the 8.15 train. 


to say that sth was necessary in the past, you 
can say that sb had to (do sth), needed to (do 
sth) e I'm sorry I'm late. I had to go to the bank. « 
‘Why did you come back?’ ‘I needed to see you.’ 


Note: must often suggests that sth is necessary 
because the speaker wants it to be done; have to 
often suggests that sth is necessary because of 
the situation or because of a law or a rule; have 
got to is a little more informal than have to; 
need to often suggests that sth is necessary if sth 
else is to be possible. 


necessary not to do sth 

if you think that it is necessary that sb does not 
do sth, you can say that they must not (do sth) » 
You must not say that! They won't like it atall!s1 
mustn't forget to put the chicken in the oven 
before we go out. 

if you want to say that it is necessary not to do 
sth because it is not permitted, you can say that 
sb is not allowed to (do sth) or can’t (do sth) « 
We weren't allowed to smoke at my school. » We 
can't wear jeans in my office.

not necessary to do sth 

if you think that it is not necessary that sb does 
sth, you can say that they don’t have to (do sth), 
haven't got to (do sth), don’t need to (do sth), 
needn't (do sth) « You don't have to wear a tie, 
but you can if you want. o I'm so glad I haven't 
got to go into hospital. » George doesn't need to go 
to the dentist again, does he? o ‘Have I really got 
to do my homework now?’ ‘No, you needn't do it 
now, but you'll have to after supper.’ 


to say that sth was not necessary in the past, you 
can say that sb didn’t have to (do sth), didn’t 
need to (do sth), needn’t have (done sth) » Are 
you telling me now that I didn’t have to re-type 
those letters? o It was kind of you to help, but you 
really didn't need to, you know. «| now realize 
that I needn't have done all that cleaning.

@ right or desirable (but not necessary) 

— if you think that it is right or a good idea that sb 
does sth, you can say that they should (do sth), 
ought to (do sth) o Shouldn't I show you my essay 
again before I hand it in? o You should try the 
chicken chasseur — it’s extremely good. o There 
ought to be more lights along this road — it’s 
dangerous. o Oughtn’t you to go to the doctor 
with that cough? 

— to give advice, you can also say that sb must (do 
sth) o You must try and see that film — it’s bril- 
liant. 


— to say that sth was right or a good idea in the 
past, you can say that sb should have (done 
sth), ought to have (done sth) o You should have 
thought about that before you sold the house! 
We ought to have foreseen this. 


2 things that must be done 


— something that has to be done, because sb has 
said that you must do it or because you have 
promised to do it: obligation (noun C/U) oto 
have family obligations o You're under no obliga- 
tion to buy. 

- if you officially have to do sth, it is compulsory, 
obligatory < t's obligatory to carry some form of 
identification with you. 

— not obligatory: optional o an optional course 


— something that you have to do because the situ- 
ation requires it: necessity; adjective: neces- 
sary c Wearing a cycle helmet is a real necessity 
in town. o Don't spend all the money unless it’s 
absolutely necessary. 

— absolutely necessary: essential, vital o A good 
diet is essential to a healthy life. o It’s vital that 
everyone is here on time.

- pain which is not very bad: discomfort « She felt 
a mild discomfort in her stomach. 

— tocause slight pain or soreness: irritate sb/sth, 
bother sb © Very bright sunlight irritates her eyes. 
» ‘Does your tooth still hurt?’ ‘A bit, but it’s not 
bothering me as much as it did.’

— avery strong and sudden pain is sharp; oppo- 
site: dull a sharp paine a dull ache 


pain in different parts of the body 

in the head: headache « I've got a terrible head- 
ache. 

in the throat: sore throat » Have you got a sore 
throat? 

in the ear: earache (noun U) « I've got earache. 
in a tooth: toothache (noun C/U) 

in the back: backache (noun C/U), back pain 
(noun C/U) 

in the stomach: stomach-ache (noun C/U), 
(more informal) tummy-ache 


a very bad headache that makes you feel ill: 
migraine (noun C/U) = to have a bad migraine » 
to suffer from migraine 

a sudden pain that you get in the side of your 
body, for example after running: stitch

It's polite to say ‘please’ and ‘thank you’. « a very 
polite child > ‘How very kind of you,’ he replied 
courteously. o She didn't even have the courtesy 
to say she was sorry. 


to treat sb in a polite way: show respect to sb/ 
sth o You should show more respect to your 
grandmother. 


the way in which a person acts or behaves: be- 
haviour (AmE behavior); the way of behaving 
that is thought to be polite in a particular so- 
ciety or culture: manners (noun plural) His 
behaviour is dreadful. » good/bad manners « It’s 
bad manners to stare at people. 

a person who has good manners and behaves in 
a polite way is well-behaved, (rather formal) 
well-mannered » well-behaved children 


the way you talk or behave on an official oc- 
casion or when you do not know the other 
people well is formal oa formal speech > a formal 
letter of complaint 

the skill of saying and doing the right thing so 
that people are not offended or upset: tact 
(noun U), diplomacy (noun U) « Being a social 
worker requires a lot of tact. 

if you behave with tact, you are tactful (adverb 
tactfully), diplomatic (adverb diplomatically) = 
You'll have to break the news to her very tact- 
fully. «1 tried to be diplomatic, but in the end I 
couldn't help losing my temper. 


the word for making a request or order more 
polite: please » Please could you tell me the way 
to the station? Pass the jam, please. 


not being polite 


not polite: rude (adverb rudely), impolite (ad- 
verb impolitely), discourteous; nouns (U): rude- 
ness, discourtesy » /f's rude to stare at someone 
like that. - I'd like to apologize for my rudeness. 

a person who has bad manners and behaves in a 
rude way is badly behaved, (rather forma!) ill- 
mannered » I've never seen such badly behaved 
children. 


rude, not showing proper respect to sb/sth: 
cheeky (adverb cheekily); rude behaviour: 
cheek (noun U), nerve (oun U), disrespect 
(noun U) o Don't be so cheeky!» ‘Why don't you

rude and unpleasant: insolent; nown (U): inso-

polite or tactful, you are blunt (adverb bluntly), 
tactless (adverb tactlessly); nouns (U): blunt- 
ness, tactlessness » /t was very tactless of you to 
tell her she'd put on weight. o She told me quite 
bluntly that I would have to leave. 

rude and unfriendly, not interested in sb/sth: 
offhand » She was very offhand with us — she was 
obviously thinking about something else.

film if I'm not too busy. > ‘Where's Peter?’ ‘He 
might be upstairs.’ 2 ‘What was that bird that just 
flew past?’ ‘I'm not sure, but it could have been a 
robin.’ 
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possible’ contd 


if it is not possible for sth to happen, or if it is 
not possible that sth is true, it can’t or couldn't 
happen or be true They can't have arrived 
already — the journey takes more than five hours. 
e She can't be forty - I just don't believe it! « It 
couldn't have been an eagle — it was much too 
small. 


if sth may happen or be true, it is possible » ‘Will 
she get the job?’ ‘It’s possible but not very likely.’ 

a thing that might happen or might be true: 
possibility of sth/that ... (oun C/U) > There's a 
strong possibility of rain tomorrow. There's no 
possibility that we'll get there before five. 


when you are not sure that sth will happen or is 
true, you can say perhaps, maybe, possibly » 
‘Why are his cheeks red?’ ‘Perhaps he's been run- 
ning. > ‘Will I see you tomorrow?’

when you do not know if sth will happen or is 
true, you can say it's hard to say > ‘Doctor, when 
do you think | can leave hospital?’

the possibility of sth happening (usually sth that 
you want): chance of sth/that ... (noun C/U) » 
There's a chance of winning a prize. oI felt | had 
little chance of getting the job. 

to have a chance of doing sth: stand* a chance 
(of sth) > Nobody thought he stood much chance 
of winning the race. 


the possibility of sth bad happening: risk (noun 
C/U) © a risk of losing your investments Is there 
any risk of the bomb exploding? « At the risk of 
boring you, here are all the photos we took on 
holiday last year. 

to do sth when you know the result may be bad: 
run* the risk of sth o /f we don't leave now we run 
the risk of missing the plane.

if you expect sth to happen or be true, it is prob- 
able (adverb probably) » It’s quite probable that 
she'll get the job instead of me. «I'll probably be 
home at about 6 o'clock depending on the traffic. 
a thing that will probably happen or be true: 
probability (noun C/U) © There's a strong prob- 
ability that the match will have to be cancelled if 
this bad weather continues. » There's little prob- 
ability of a good harvest. 


if sth is probable or expected, it is likely; you can 
say it is likely (that) ..., or there is likely to be . .., 
or sb/sth is likely to do sth; the state of being 
likely: likelihood (noun U) « the likely result of 
the inquiry Is it likely that you'll get the job? 
She's not likely to do anything stupid. » There's 
no likelihood that taxes will go up. 

very likely: more than likely 


to seem probable: look as if .. ., look like ... /f 
looks as if it’s going to rain. « It looks like rain. 


if you think that sth is very likely, you can say 
that there must ..., or that sb/sth must..., or 
you can say (informal) | bet (that) ...° There 
must be some mistake! o You must be joking! > He 
must have been cold without a coat in this 
weather. <I bet she won't phone — she never keeps 
a promise. 

if you think that sth is very unlikely, you can say 
that there can't/couldn’t ..., or that sb/sth 
can’t/couldn’t ...« There can't have been ten 
people in such a small car.« You can’t be serious! 
> He surely couldn't have forgotten my birthday! 


to think that sth is likely or probably true: sup- 
pose (that ...), imagine (that ...), suspect (that) 
...o l imagine you'd like a rest after your long 
journey. ° They'll sack me now, I suppose. 

the feeling that sth is likely: suspicion » / had a 
slight suspicion that she was not telling the truth. 


to say that you think sth is probably true, you 
can say presumably, no doubt, | expect (that 
...), (especially AME) | guess (that ...) o /f the 
train was late arriving, it will presumably be late 
leaving too. > You are no doubt wondering why I 
have asked you here. oI guess/expect you'd like to 
have an early night. 


if sth is probably not true or will probably not 
happen, it is improbable, unlikely, not/hardly 
likely © /f seems improbable that house prices will 
rise. > The President's personal telephone number 
is hardly likely to be in the phone book.

if sth is definitely the case, it is certain (adverb 
certainly); you can Say it is certain (that) ..., or 
there is certain/sure/bound to be ..., or sb/sth 
is certain/sure/bound to do sth © One thing is 
certain — I'm not going out alone at night again. « 
You certainly did the right thing. « It is certain 
that prices will rise. > There are sure to be a lot of 
accidents in this fog. 2 There's bound to be a long 
wait at the airport. o He's certain to be prime 
minister one day. > The weather's bound to get 
better in a couple of days. 

if it is certain that you will get sth, you are sure 
of sth e Whatever happens, you can be sure of a 
lot of help and support from your friends and 
family.

been given a definite date for my interview yet. 
showing sth to be true or certain: conclusive © 
We now have conclusive proof of his guilt. = to

certainly: definitely, undoubtedly, for sure/ 
certain © She definitely needs hospital treatment. 
> He was undoubtedly drunk — it was obvious to 
us all. « You're going to need a lot of help —that’s 
for sure. 
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something that is certain: certainty (noun C/U) o 


It's an absolute certainty that we'll go out of busi- 
ness unless our orders improve. « There's no cer- 
tainty that any of us will have a job in six 
months time. 


if you believe that sth is certain, you are sure (of 
sth), sure (that) ..., certain (of sth), certain 
(that) ...o We must be sure of our facts before we 
make a decision. « I feel sure 've met him some- 
where before. « Are you absolutely sure that you 
know what you're doing? o 1 thought I wanted 
this job, but now I'm not so sure. © She's not cer- 
tain it’s the same man. 

completely certain: positive (that) ..., con- 
vinced (that) ...° He was positive that somebody 
was following him. o She was convinced he was 
going to win the race. 

the state of being sure: certainty (noun U) > He 
speaks with such certainty that you feel he must 
be right.

It's 
very uncertain whether we'll still be here next 
year. 

if sth is probably not true or probably will not 
happen, it is doubtful, unlikely » /t’s very doubt- 
ful that the president will resign. 


to give an answer or opinion without being sure 
of all the facts: guess (sth), speculate (about/on 
sth); noun: guess Can you guess haw many 
people turned up at the meeting? «I can only 
speculate what may have happened last night. = 
My guess is that she'll agree to it. 


if you are not sure about sth, you are uncertain 
about/of sth, unsure (about/of sth), doubtful 
(about sth) (adverb doubtfully) « /f you are 
uncertain of anything, please ask for more 
details. » George seemed rather uncertain of his 
facts. oI was unsure about inviting a stranger 
into my house. « She was doubtful about whether 
to go on holiday with them or not. «Are you sure 
that’s right?’ she asked doubtfully. 

the state of being uncertain: uncertainty (noun 
U), doubt (noun C/U), question (noun U) «If 
you have any doubts, we'll discuss the matter 
again. » There is no doubt that we have a prob- 
lem. > There is no question about it; everything 
has already been decided. 


to think that sth probably is not true or will not 
happen: doubt sth © ‘Do you think it'll rain to- 
night?’ ‘I doubt it.’> She doubted that she would 
ever see him again. «1 doubt whether lam 
explaining this very well. 


to express or feel doubt about sth: question sth © 


Are you questioning my honesty? 

to doubt whether you can trust sb or believe sth: 
suspect sth o / began to suspect his reasons for 
being so generous. 


doubting that sth is true, correct, etc: sceptical 
(AmE skeptical); a person who doubts a lot: 
sceptic (AmE skeptic) o The government has 
made lots of promises, but I'm sceptical about its 
ability to keep them. 


making sure 

to do what is necessary in order to be sure that 
sth is safe, correct or in good condition: check 
(sth), make sure/certain (that ...), (sore for- 
mal) ensure (AmE insure) (that) ...« Wed better 
check what time the train leaves. » She looked 
back at the house to make sure that the windows 
were all closed. = Please ensure that you have all 
the necessary papers with you.

The dentist said he'd be able to see me on Thurs- 
day morning. » Will you be able to come to the 
office party? 

if sb/sth is able to do sth, they/it can do it > Can 
you drive a car? > This type of tree can grow to a 
height of over 30 metres. «1 couldn't understand 
a word he said. 


if sth can be done, it is possible; noun (C/U): 
possibility © /1 is now possible to fly direct to the 
island. © Is there any possibility | can see you at 
the weekend? « There is a possibility of promotion 
after a short time. 

not possible: impossible; noun (C/U): impossi- 
bility » /t’s impossible to get there on time. ¢ Get- 
ting a pair of trousers that fits both my waist and 
my leg length seems to be an impossibility. 
absolutely impossible: out of the question © 
Gary said that marriage was out of the question 
until he was thirty. 

what cannot be done: the impossible » Don't try 
to do the impossible. 


possibly able to do sth or be sth in the future: 
potential (adverl) potentially); noun (U): poten- 
tial» Wind power is a potential source of energy. © 
a potentially dangerous situation o Helen has the 
potential to become an Olympic champion. 


if sth can be done successfully, it is feasible, 
practicable © a feasible plan/solution © This sys- 
tem is just not practicable. It’s too expensive and 
it takes too long to organize. 
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— if an idea, plan, etc is sensible or possible to do, 
it is practical; noun (U): practicality o/’m not 
sure of the practicality of the plan. 


= making sth possible 

— to make sth possible: enable sb/sth to do sth, 
allow sb/sth to do sth e The master key enables 
me to unlock any door in the hotel. «A week of 
sunshine allowed the farmers to harvest nearly 
all the corn. 


- asituation or time when it is possible to do sth 
that you would like to do: opportunity (noun 
C/U) ean ideal opportunity to acquire a new 
skill He was at the meeting but there was no 
opportunity for a chat. 

- to make use of a chance that you have to do sth: 
take* the opportunity to do sth » While I’m there, 
I'm going to take the opportunity to see some old 
friends. 

— (used especially about the work people do) the 
opportunity to do sth: scope (for sth), room (for 
sth) e The job offers plenty of scope for creativity. « 
Although your work is not too bad, there is still 
room for improvement.

a group of letters and numbers which you write 
after the address: postcode (AmE zip code) «

a place in a post office where letters are kept 
until they are collected by the person they have 
been sent to: PO Box, post office box > Sunshine 
Holidays, PO Box 25, Leeds, Yorkshire 


the amount of money it costs to send a letter or 
parcel: postage (noun U) o The postage on this 
parcel will be quite expensive. 

a small square piece of paper stamp you stick on 
an envelope in order to show that you have paid 
for the postage: (postage) stamp © Three stamps 
for Australia please. « a first-class stamp Don't 
forget to stick/put a stamp on the envelope before 
you post it! 

the mark that the post office prints over the 
stamp, showing the date and place where it was 
posted: postmark © The postmark says it was 
posted in Manchester on 20 March.

the system for sending letters and parcels: post, 
(especially AmE mail); adjective: postal a mail 
vane a good postal service 

a place where you go to buy stamps, send letters 
and use other postal services: post office 

the box in which you put a letter when you send 
it: postbox, letterbox (AmE mailbox) 


to send a letter using the official post system: 
send* sth by post; a person who sends a letter: 
sender « / want to send this by second-class post. 
to put a letter or parcel in a post box: send” sth 
(off), post sth, (especially AME) mail sth « If you 
send it today it should arrive tomorrow. > Woul. 
you mind posting this letter for me? 

if you have sent sth, but the person has not re- 
ceived it yet, it is in the post > Your cheque’s in 
the post. 

if you receive a letter for sb who lived in the 
house before you, you can write their new ad- 
dress on the envelope and send’ it on, forward 
it o Could you forward my mail to my new ad- 
dress please? 

if you send your reply to a letter immediately, 
you send it by return (of post) © Please reply by 
return of post. 


the system for sending letters and parcels by 
aeroplane: airmail (noun U); by train and boat: 
surface mail (noun U) 2 I'd like to send this by 
airmail. >» How long will it take if it goes by sur- 
face mail? 

a service which you pay for, where you can re- 
ceive money if your letter is lost or damaged in 
the post: registered post (noun U) « I'd like to 
send this by registered post, please. 

a service which you pay for, where the person 
who receives your letter must sign a document 
to say that they have received it: recorded deliv- 
ery (noun U) 
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— to take a letter or parcel to the address which is 
written on it: deliver sth » The postman delivered 
a huge parcel this morning. 

— aman/woman whose job is to deliver letters 
and parcels: postman/postwoman (plural post- 
men/postwomen) (AmE mail carrier) » What 
time does the postman usually come? 

— the time when letters are taken out of the post- 
box: collection » The next collection is at 10 am. 

— the time when letters are brought to a place: 
delivery, post» There's usually a delivery at 
about 9 am. = It came in the second post.

— ifsth is very expensive, it (informal) costs* the 
earth/a fortune/a bomb 
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if you think what you have to pay for sth is not 
much, you can call the price low The price of 
petrol is quite low at the moment. 

something which has a low price is cheap, inex- 
pensive, it doesn't cost much « cheap clothes/ 
food/cars + an inexpensive holiday/suit/meal 
very cheap: (informal) dirt cheap; very cheap, 
or cheaper than usual: a bargain « /t only cost a 
pound; I think it was a bargain!

to spend a period of time in prison as a punish- 
ment: serve ...° She is serving six years for 
attempted murder . 

the length of time that sb must stay in prison: 
term © a five-month term 

staying in prison for a very long time or until 
you die: life imprisonment (noun U), life sen- 
tence « He was given a life sentence for killing a 
policeman. 

a punishment where you stay in a cell on your 
own and do not meet other prisoners or staff: 
solitary confinement 


to keep sb as a prisoner and not allow them to 
escape: hold* sb prisoner/captive « After being 
captured by terrorists, she was held prisoner for 
two months.

a place where two roads meet: corner o Turn 
right at the corner of Queen Street. 


the shape of roads 

a place where a road turns to the left or to the 
right: bend, curve, corner; to do this: curve « a

a very sharp bend in a road: hairpin bend (AmE 
hairpin curve, hairpin turn) 

a road which does not bend in any direction is

the inner part or edge of a road which is furthest

a special place where vehicles can stop on the 
roadside: lay-by (AmE rest stop) 


motorways 

one of the two sides of a motorway or dual car- 
riageway on which vehicles travel in one direc- 
tion: carriageway; part of a carriageway for one 
line of traffic: lane o the northbound carriageway 
ea six-lane motorway 

a lane for slow traffic: slow lane, inside lane; for 
fast traffic: fast lane, outside lane 

a narrow strip of road at the side of a motorway 
where cars are allowed to stop in an emergency: 
(BrE) hard shoulder 

a fence on a motorway, etc that keeps vehicles 
apart: crash barrier 

an area of land between two carriageways on a 
motorway, etc: (central) reservation (AmE 
median) 


a road that leads onto or off a motorway: slip 
road, (especially AmE) access road 

a place where you can drive onto or off a motor- 
way: junction © We have to turn off at junction 
16. 

a type of bridge that carries one road over 
another: flyover (AmE overpass) 


small roads 

a way across a piece of land that is made or used 
by people walking: path, footpath 

a path or rough road: track 

a narrow road in the country: lane, alley 

a road which leads from a main road and is less 
important or busy: side road, minor road 


roads in towns 

a road in a town, etc that has shops, houses, etc 
on one or both sides: street 

the main street of a town, especially as a name: 
high street (AmE main street) 

a narrow or less important street that usually 
joins a main road: side street 

a wide street, especially one with trees or tall 
buildings on each side: avenue 

a narrow Street between buildings: lane 

a street that is closed at one end: cul-de-sac; if a 
street does not continue any further, you reach 
a dead end 

a street along which cars can only travel in one 
direction: one-way street 

a private road or path that leads to a house: 
drive, driveway 


a path at the side of a road that is for people to 
walk on: pavement (AmE sidewalk)

bumpy; a raised part in a road; bump a bumpy 
track » We hit a bump. 

a hole in the surface of a road: pothole 

a road that is flat, with no bumps, is smooth 

if a road is blocked and you cannot travel on it, 
it is impassable » The heavy snow has made the 
roads impassable. 


lights and road signs 

a sign that tells drivers where to go, what to do, 
what not to do, etc: road sign, traffic sign 

a sign with two or three coloured lights used for 
controlling traffic at road junctions: traffic lights 
(noun plural) (AmE stoplight) 

a sign at the roadside that gives information 
about directions and distances to towns, etc: 
signpost « Did you see the signpost for Bristol? 


the lights on a street: street lights 
a tall pole with a light on top, often placed ona 
pavement; lamp-post 


a special spot in the road that shines in a car's 
headlights at night: (BrE) catseye 

painted marks on the road surface that show 
drivers where to go, etc: road markings 


vehicles on roads

a person who is driving a car or other vehicle:

— if you have a secret which you do not tell any- 
body, you keep” (sth) a secret, keep* sth secret, 
keep” sth to yourself, keep* sth quiet « Can you 
keep a secret? ol hope I can trust you to keep this 
to yourself. « We kept it quiet for as long as we 
could. 

— if you keep sth secret from a particular person, 
you hide* sth (from sb), keep” sth (back) from 
sb, conceal sth (from sb); noun (U): conceal- 
ment © He managed to hide his past from her for

keeping something (back) from us. ° She tried to

to stop people from finding out about sth: hush 
sth up, cover (sth) up; noun: cover-up © They 
managed to hush up the whole affair.

to give some information away by speaking sud- 
denly or without thinking: blurt sth out o / just 
blurted it out without thinking.

quality of sound

if a sound is easy to hear, it is clear, you can 
hear it clearly, loud and clear o She has a very 
clear voice. > We can hear you loud and clear. 


(used particularly about radio, television, etc) 
the strength of sound: volume (noun U) © fo turn 
down/up the volume of the radio 


the level of a sound: pitch 

low in pitch (like a man’s voice): low, deep © the 
deep voice of a bass singer 

high in pitch (like a woman's or a child's voice):

what you do and say when you are 
surprised

very surprised and therefore unable to speak for 
a moment speechless, stunned, taken aback > 
Her answer left him speechless. o a stunned 
silence o We were stunned by the news. « She was 
completely taken aback by his question and 
couldn't think of a thing to say. 


to say sth suddenly because you are surprised, 
angry, etc: exclaim; what you say: exclamation » 
‘What a lovely surprise!’ he exclaimed. > There 
were exclamations of delight as the children 
opened their presents.

(good) heavens! or gosh! or wow! « Really? How 
did you find this out? » Good heavens!

a formal process in which people decide if sb 
has broken a law: trial (noun C/U) ¢ He was on 
trial for murder. 

something that has to be decided in a trial: case 
° a court case o They threatened to take the case to 
court. 

a case that is about a crime is a criminal case; a 
case that is about the rights of ordinary people, 
for example property rights, divorce, etc, is a 
civil case 


a place where trials take place to decide if sb has 
broken a law: court (moun C/U), law court « The 
judge ordered everyone in the court to be silent. o 
I'm due to appear in court on Wednesday. 

a court used for serious civil cases: the High 
Court 

a court used for serious crimes: crown court 

a court used for less serious crimes: magis- 
trates’ court 

the highest court in some countries: the Su- 
preme Court 

a special court used for particular types of case: 
tribunal © an industrial tribunal 

a court that you can go to when you want to 
prove that the decision of another court was 
wrong: court of appeal, appeal court 


2 parts of courts and people in courts 


the people in a court: the court He told the 
court that he was sorry for what he had done. 

a person who controls things in a court and 
decides what punishment to give to sb who is 
guilty of a crime: judge 

a judge who deals with less serious crimes: 
magistrate (AmE also attorney) 

a person who has studied law and whose job is 
to give advice about the law: lawyer 

a lawyer (in Britain) who gives legal advice, pre- 
pares documents and usually speaks in less 
serious court cases: solicitor 

a lawyer (in Britain) who usually speaks in more 
serious court Cases: barrister 


a person who is said to have broken a law: 
defendant, the accused (plural the accused) « 
The accused was brought into the court by two 
policemen. 
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trial contd 


— the part of the court where the accused sits or 
stands: the dock e The prisoner stood in the dock. 


— a person who appears in a trial to say what he/ 
she has seen, heard or knows about a crime: 
witness 

— the part of a court where witnesses stand or sit: 
the witness box (AmE witness stand) 


— agroup of people who listen to the facts about a 
crime and decide if sb is guilty or not: jury > The 
jury took only one hour to reach their decision. « 
trial by jury 

~ amember of a jury: juror; the chief member of a 
jury: foreman/woman (of the jury) 

— the part of a court where the jury sits: the jury 
box

= before the trial 

— aperson who is thought to have done sth 
wrong: suspect e Following the shooting, the 
police have arrested two suspects. 

— to say that sb has done sth against the law: 
accuse sb (of sth) 

— when the police accuse sb officially of doing sth 
against the law, they charge sb (with sth); noun: 
charge = fo be charged with murder « He was 
arrested on a charge of theft. 2 What are the 
charges against me? 


an order to go to a court to be at a trial: sum- 
mons; verb: summons sb » They've served a 
summons on me to appear in court next Friday. © 
He was summonsed for speeding. 

— to pay money to the court so that sb can be free 
until the start of a trial: bail sb out; the money 
that you pay: bail (noun U) « Fortunately, John's 
already been bailed out by his lawyer. Bail was 
set at fifty thousand pounds. « Thirteen of the 
fans were freed on bail. 


@ going to court 

— tosay that sb committed a crime and try to 
prove it in a court: prosecute sb (for sth), put* 
sb on trial (for sth); noun (C/U): prosecution » to 
be prosecuted for dangerous driving > The ex- 
minister was put on trial for taking bribes. « He 
was threatened with prosecution if he didn't pay 
his council tax. 

— ifacase is dealt with in court, it goes*/comes* 
to court » /f the case does go to court, it won't be 
heard until next year at the earliest. o The case 
will never come to court. 


— to examine sb in a court to find out if they are 
guilty of a crime or not: try sb (for sth); a person 
who is being tried is on trial (for sth) o She was 
tried for shooting a policeman. « Frank is on trial 
for burglary. 

— to listen to evidence and reach a decision ina 
trial: hear* a case, conduct a trial © Their case 
will be heard tomorrow afternoon. « The trial 
was conducted before a special tribunal. 


— to say at the beginning of a trial that you did a 
crime or did not do a crime: (formal) plead 


(guilty /not guilty); noun: plea» The judge 
turned to the prisoner and asked: ‘How do you 
plead to the charges against you?’ o They all 
decided to plead guilty. o a plea of guilty/not 
guilty 


the two sides in a trial 

the person or group of people who prosecute sb 
(= try to show that they committed the crime): 
the prosecution > The prosecution claimed that 
Jenkins had fired the gun deliberately. 

to speak for sb who is accused of a crime: 
defend (sb) » She was being defended by one of 
the top lawyers in the country. 

a person or group of people who defend a per- 
son in court: the defence (AmE defense) » The 
defence asked for more time to prepare its case. 
a defence lawyer 


an argument that is used to defend sb in court: 
defence (AmE defense) » His defence was that 
the gun went off by accident. 

a set of arguments that are used to accuse/ 
defend sb in court: the prosecution/defence 
case, the case for the prosecution/defence > 
What are the main points of the defence case? 

to ask sb a lot of questions to find out the truth: 
question sb, cross-examine sb; noun (C/U): 
cross-examination > The witness was cross- 
examined for three hours by the defence. 

to describe in a few words the main points of an 
argument: sum (sth) upe Mr Laughton summed 
up for the prosecution. 


to show that sth is true: prove sth; a piece of 
information that shows that sth is true: proof 
They weren't able to prove that he had been in 
the area at the time. «1 think he did it but do we 
have any proof ? 


the witnesses 

to have promised the court to tell the truth: be 
on/under oath o The judge reminded the witness 
that he was under oath and that he must tell the 
whole truth. 

something that you say or show in court to 
make people believe your explanation of how 
sth happened: evidence (noun U) © Pictures 
taken by a security camera were shown as evi- 
dence that she was in the shop at the time of the 
robbery. » The evidence against him was over- 
whelming.° an important piece of evidence 


to say in court what you know or what you have 
seen or heard about a crime, etc: give” evi- 
dence, testify (that...) » The witness testified 
that she had seen the accused running away 
from the bank just after the robbery. 

a Statement by sb that they were in another 
place at the time of a crime and so could not 
have done it: alibi o All the suspects had perfect 
alibis. 

the result of a trial 

a speech in which a judge sums up what has 
been said in a trial: summing-up © The judge 
began his summing-up. 


to decide that sb has broken a law: find* sb 
guilty (of sth), convict sb (of sth); an act of con- 
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victing sb: conviction » He was found guilty of 
murder. o She was convicted of kidnapping the 
child. « He had three previous convictions for 
violence. 


to decide that sb has not broken the law: find* 
sb not guilty, clear sb (of sth), (formal) acquit sb 
(of sth); an act of acquitting sb of sth: acquittal 
All the defendants were found not guilty. She 
was cleared of the murder of her husband. 

if sb has not done sth that is wrong or illegal, 
they are innocent » The accused had always said 
he was innocent. 


the decision of the court 
the decision at the end of a trial: verdict © The 
jury returned a unanimous verdict of ‘not guilty’. 


a punishment given by a judge: sentence oa 
prison sentence 

to say what punishment a person is to have: 
sentence sb (to sth), pass sentence (on sb) » He 
was found guilty and sentenced to three months 
in prison. 

to make sb go to prison as a punishment: send* 
sb to prison 

an amount of money that you have to pay for 
breaking a law: fine; to make sb pay a fine: fine 
sb (for sth) « He was fined one thousand pounds 
for not paying his television licence. 


to ask a court to change a verdict against you: 
appeal (to sb) (against sth); noun: appeal « He 
appealed to the high court against his convic- 
tion, o She was given twenty days to make an 


appeal. 


a decision, etc that is fair is just; fair behaviour 
or treatment in a court: justice (noun U) © a just 
punishment» Justice was finally done when the 
killer was sent to prison for life. 

a decision, etc that is unfair is unjust; an unfair 
decision, or unfair behaviour or treatment: 
injustice (noun C/U) © an unjust sentence o 
People thought that his short prison sentence 
was a great injustice. » Amnesty International 
fights against injustice all over the world.

to go to a court and ask for money from sb 
because they have done sth bad to you or said 
sth bad about you: sue (sb) (for sth), take* sb to 
court (for sth) « If the work is left unfinished, 
we'll sue the builders. oI took the garage to court 
for the damage they had done to my car.

a difficult situation that you must deal with:

headache » Shortage of money is a real problem 
for many students. ¢ social problems such as 
unemployment and drug abuse « It’s a real head- 
ache trying to decide which school to send our 
children to. 

causing difficulty or discomfort: inconvenient; 
noun (C/U) inconvenience » Five o'clock is a bit 
inconvenient for me — could we make it earlier? « 
the inconvenience of not having a car 


to experience trouble: be in trouble, have 
trouble, run* into trouble, (informal) hit* 
trouble « The Government's in serious trouble. « 
I've had nothing but trouble with this computer. 
» The plane ran into trouble over the Atlantic and 
had to make a crash landing in the sea. 

if you manage not to have trouble, you avoid 
trouble, stay out of trouble » / want you to bea 
good boy and stay out of trouble while I'm away. 


worries and problems © WORRY, PROBLEM 


causing trouble 

to cause difficulties, problems, inconvenience, 
etc for yourself or for another person: cause 
trouble (to/for sb), get* (sb) into trouble » /f hie 
goes on causing trouble, he'll be expelled from 
the school. < 'm sorry -I really didn't mean to get 
you into trouble. 

a person who often causes trouble for other 
people: troublemaker 

if you do sth that is likely to cause you trouble, 
you are (informal) asking for trouble « If you 
buy that old car you're asking for trouble. 


to make sb rather angry, worried, etc: annoy sb, 
bother sb « Does this noise annoy you? «I'm sorry 
to bother you with my problems. 

to interrupt and annoy sb while they are doing 
sth: disturb sb, bother sb » Don’t disturb him 
while he is working. > Don't bother your mother 
now — she’s busy. 
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trouble contd. 
> things that annoy you > ANGRY 


— to cause trouble to a process or a system: dis- 
rupt sth; noun (C/U): disruption; adjective: dis- 
ruptive © The strike did not succeed in causing 
any serious disruption. o The teacher sent the boy 
out of the classroom because of his disruptive 
behaviour. 


— to cause sb trouble or annoyance, especially 
continuously or on many different occasions: 
harass sb; noun (U): harassment The court 
ordered him to stop harassing his ex-wife. 
Marion accused her boss of sexual harassment.

— apiece of clothing that covers both legs, from 
waist to ankles: trousers (AmE pants) (noun

the world: true or false? o That's totally untrue. I 
never said anything of the kind. 

not true; not correct: wrong (adverb wrongly), 
incorrect (adverb incorrectly) = You were wrong 
about her name. It’s Jane not Jean. e Wrong! Try 
again. «I'm afraid your information is incorrect, 
e The sentence had been incorrectly translated. 
sth that is wrong or not correct: mistake (noun 
C/U); adjective: mistaken = to make a mistake oa 
mistaken idea/opinion/conclusion 


more on mistakes > MISTAKE 


making sb believe what is not true 

to say or write sth that you know is not true: lie 
(about sth) « / had to lie about what I had been 
doing because it was a surprise for her birthday. o 
Don't lie to me. What really happened? 

a statement that sb makes but which they know 
is not true: lie » Don't tell lies! 

to make sb think or believe sth that is not true: 
deceive sb (into thinking/ believing sth), mis- 
lead" sb (into thinking/ believing sth); the act of 
deceiving sb: deceit (noun U), deception (noun 
U) » You've been deliberately deceiving me! oI 
was shocked by this deception. 

to seem to do sth or to be sth in order to deceive 
sb: pretend (to do sth), pretend (that) ...° Oh, 
don't believe him. He's just pretending! o They 
pretended to be soldiers on a secret mission. 


more on telling lies and deceiving people © ue",

to make sth seem larger, better, more import-

the reasons you have for believing that sth is 
true: grounds for sth » What grounds do you 
have for suspecting him? 

to accept sth as being true: take* sth for granted 
eI take it for granted that you've read the course 
handbook. 


to feel sure that sb/sth exists or is true: believe 
in sb/sth; noun (C/U): belief (in sb/sth) o/ 
believe in God. e You don't really believe in 
astrology, do you? o belief in ghosts oa strong 
belief in Buddhism/socialism 


> believing in God and religion > RELIGION 
> political beliefs > poutics 


to believe that sth is true even though you can- 
not prove it: assume sth; noun: assumption « / 
assumed that he had gone to London. « to make a 
false/mistaken/reasonable assumption 

to make sb see that sth is true: convince sb (of 
sth), convince sb that ...o We are not convinced 
of his honesty. ¢ She convinced me that she would 
do the job well. 

a person or thing that can make sb believe sth is 
convincing (adverb convincingly) © convincing 
arguments © He spoke very convincingly about 
his policies. 


if sth is easy to believe, it is credible (adverb 
credibly), believable; noun (U): credibility >a 
credible explanation/story © the credibility of the 
witness 

something that sounds true is reasonable, 
plausible « a reasonable excuse» He came up 
with a very plausible story to explain his absence. 


false belief 

if you believe things too easily, you are credu- 
lous, gullible; noun (U): credulity » credulous 
people who believe what advertisements say ° I'm 
afraid he’s very gullible and may be persuaded to 
hand over the money. 

if you are too ready to believe what other people 
say because you are not experienced enough, 
you are naive (adverb naively); the quality of 
being naive: naivety (moun U) «I think her be- 
haviour showed a lot of naivety. 
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true contd. 


— a belief in things like magic, ghosts, etc that 
cannot be explained by reason or science: 
superstition (moun C/U); adjective: super- 
stitious » There's a superstition that black cats 
are lucky. « a superstitious belief

— to think that sb is not telling the truth or that sth 
is not true: disbelieve sb/sth; noun (U): dis- 
belief » There's no reason to disbelieve her story. « 
He stared at me in disbelief. 

— difficult to believe: unlikely « an unlikely explan-

— surprising and difficult to believe: incredible 
(adverb incredibly), unbelievable (adverb un- 
believably) © an incredible escape © Incredibly, 
she has managed to persuade him.

a strong desire to be successful: ambition (noun

if you have decided to succeed in sth you want, 
you are determined (to do sth); noun (U): deter- 
mination © She was determined to win. 


wanting sth very much: desperate (for sth/to do 
sth) o /'m desperate to get out of this place.

pulsion, urge e He felt a compulsion to smash 
everything in sight. oI had an urge to tell him 
what I thought of him.

— the short form of a word: abbreviation; we say 
that an abbreviation is short for the complete 
form of the word e The abbreviation for ‘Monday’ 
is ‘Mon’. « ‘Dr’ is short for ‘Doctor’.

if you have a lot of work to do, you are busy © /’m 
sorry, I'm rather busy at the moment. Could you 
call me back? 

a period in which you have a lot of work to do is 
busy; very busy: hectic « 1's been a busy day 
today. = I've had a really hectic day at the office.

to work as fast as you possibly can without a 
break: work flat out » They're working flat out 
over the weekend to get it finished in time for 
Monday. 


to accept or agree to do sth: take* sth ono He's 
taken on more work than he can cope with.

tive: overworked © / was made ill by overwork. «

to work less hard: slow down, take" it easy, 
take* things easy » Her doctor advised her to 
slow down and not try to do so much. » Relax! 
Take it easy! There's still plenty of time to get it 
all finished. 


to focus your attention on a task: concentrate 
(on sth); noun (U): concentration » How can I 
possibly concentrate with all this noise? 

to prevent sb from concentrating on their work: 
distract sb (from sth); noun (C/U): distraction «/ 
can't work here —I keep getting distracted by 
people walking in and out. « Let’s go and do this 
somewhere else. There are too many distractions 
here. 


controlling your own or other people’s 
work 

if you have to do sth, or look after sb/sth, you 
are responsible (for sb/sth) » Managers are re- 
sponsible for the way their staff work. « You can't 
hold me responsible for that. It’s not my job to do 
it. 

the state of being responsible for sb/sth: re- 
sponsibility (oun U) « It’s not my responsibility. 
o to take/have responsibility for sth 

if you are responsible for sb/sth, can give 
orders, etc, you are in charge (of sb/sth) > Who's 
in charge here? 


to be in charge of a company or other organ-

a person whose job is to give orders to other 
people at work: (informal) boss 

to make sure that work is done properly, or that 
people are doing their work properly: supervise 
sb/sth; noun (U): supervision; a person who 
does this: supervisor » The maintenance work 
must be supervised to make sure that it is being 
done thoroughly.

recorded all the details of the meeting.

a written message which you send to sb: letter «

a person who writes, especially one who writes 
books: writer o ‘What does he do?’

a piece of writing by a particular author: work o 
a new work by Kazuo Ishiguro » the complete 
works of W.B. Yeats 


to write concerning a particular subject: write* 
(sth) about/on sb/sthe/ wrote a poem about 
winter. 

to produce a piece of writing using careful 
thought: (formal) compose sth « | need your 
help to compose a letter to my bank manager. 


to write some particular piece of information on 
to a page: write* sth down, get* sth down © Write 
the number down so you don't forget it. > Could 
you repeat that? — I didn’t have time to get it 
down. 

to write sth in a particular place: write*/put*
